CA's civil 
unions bill 
shelved 
till 2003

A fter scrambling last week to en¬ 
sure the passage of AB1338, Cal¬ 
ifornia’s civil union bill, out of 
the state Assembly, the author of the 
bill tabled it for this year. If passed, the 
bill would have granted to eligible 
same-sex couples all the same rights 
available now to married couples in 
California. 

“We know 
that sometimes 
the most pro¬ 
found changes 
in our society 
have taken place 
over time. I 
iTiewwhehslii,. 
troduced this 
historic legisla¬ 
tion that it 
would be a chal¬ 
lenging, multi-year process for it to 
pass,” said Assemblyman Paul Koretz 
(D-West Hollywood), in a statement 
issued Monday, January 14. “We scored 
a huge victory this year. We put civil 
unions on the map in California and 
began the dialogue. We opened many 
eyes to the need for full legal recogni¬ 
tion of committed same-sex couples.” 

Conservative groups that had op¬ 
posed the bill, arguing it violated the 
voters’ intent in passing Proposition 
22, also declared victory on Monday. 
In March 2000,61 percent of Califor¬ 
nia voters approved Proposition 22, 
which defined marriage as the union 
of one man and one woman. 

“With AB1338, America is facing 
perhaps the most serious threat to 
marriage since the states foolishly em¬ 
braced no-fault divorce in the 1960s. 
The bill would create a counterfeit 
marriage and overturn the will of the 
voters,” said Family Research Council 
President Ken Connor. “For the sake of 
marriage as we know it, it’s imperative 
that Californians remain vigilant to see 
to it that the will of their vote is not 
overturned by homosexual activists.” 

Koretz introduced the bill, the Cal¬ 
ifornia Family Protection Act, last 
year and had to see it pass out of the 
Assembly by the end of January, oth¬ 
erwise it would be dead for this leg¬ 
islative session. 

“AB1338 may have stalled, but the 
issue of civil unions is still very much 
alive in California. The battle may be 
over, but the war has only just begun,” 
Koretz said, “Polling shows that a ma¬ 
jority of Californians, while still sup¬ 
porting Proposition 22, support the 
concept of a system of rights and re¬ 
sponsibilities parallel to marriage for 
same sex couples. Otherwise I would¬ 
n’t be pushing it so hard.”

Court denies injunction 

Full speed ahead 
for Sm bike ride

F ence-sitters rejoice: a Southern Califor¬ 
nia judge has spoken, and the San Fran¬ 
cisco community-based bike ride for 
AIDS services will go on as planned in 
mid-May, benefiting the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation and the Los Angeles Gay 
and Lesbian Center. 

Los Angeles Superior Court Judge David 
Yaffee on Monday, January 14 ruled that 
AIDS/LifeCycle, the new event planned by 
SFAF and the L.A. Center, was not in viola¬ 
tion of contractual agreements with Pallotta 
Teamworks, producers of the controversial 
California AIDS Ride. Pallotta had sued the 
organizations, seeking a preliminary injunc¬ 
tion to stop their cycling benefit as well as a 
media gag order to keep their representatives 
from speaking about their financial disputes 
with Pallotta. 

Judge Yaffee ruled swiftly, and in clear lan¬ 
guage advised that an appeal would not like¬ 
ly get far. Pallotta President Steve Bennett 
later told reporters that the for-profit event 
producers would not challenge the decision. 

“It’s good that this matter is finally re¬ 
solved,” said a curious statement from Pallot¬ 
ta Teamworks, the initiators of the lawsuit, 
“and we are eager to turn our full attention to 
making California AIDS Ride 9 a great suc¬ 
cess.” 

AIDS Ride, for the first time since its in¬ 


ception in 1994, will continue without SFAF 
and the L.A. Center, instead benefiting AIDS 
Project Los Angeles and reportedly a handful 
of strategically chosen charities in the Bay 
Area but outside of San Francisco. 

SFAF and the L.A. Center, also for the first 
time, will launch AIDS/LifeCycle without any 
Pallotta ties, in a move they say will ensure 
that more money goes directly to people with 
AIDS. The ride is set for May 13-19; it will 
start in San Francisco and end in Los Ange¬ 
les. 

The disagreements between Pallotta and 
the organizations arose from last year’s Cali¬ 
fornia AIDS Ride, in which only 50 cents of 
every dollar raised went to SFAF and the cen¬ 
ter, Ae benefiting charities of the AIDS Ride 
from 1994 through 2001. 

“This was not some silly internal squab¬ 
ble,” SFAF’s Gustavo Suarez told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “We’re talking about a difference of 
$1 million that should have gone to direct 
HIV services.” 

The dollar discrepancies prompted a close 
investigation of all expenses, which reported¬ 
ly revealed many improprieties. The over¬ 
budget, unapproved invoices from Pallotta in¬ 
cluded, according to Sudrez, “a number of 
charges and expenses that are in no way relat¬ 
ed to any of their events and yet are billed out 
to all of their events.” 

Other Pallotta events include the Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. and Northeast AIDS Rides, and 
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I f recent hearings are any indication, the 
case against the keepers of the dogs in¬ 
volved in the fatal mauling of Diane 
Whipple may well be punctuated with 
even more bizarre twists, turns, and 
rhetorical fireworks when it goes to trial 
next week in Los Angeles, just two days be¬ 
fore the one-year anniversary of Whipple’s 
death. 

This week the prosecution scored a 
major victory when a judge ruled that 
Robert Noel and Marjorie Knoller must be 
tried together. Before issuing his decision on 
Tuesday, January 15, San Francisco Superior 
Court Judge James Warren said that he con¬ 
sidered it “inappropriate” that lawyers for 
the attorney couple filed their motion for 
separate tri^s on January 3, just three weeks 
before the case was scheduled to go to trial. 

“This I think is a classic case for joint 
trial,” Warren said. “You have common de¬ 
fendants, common crimes, you have com¬ 
mon events, the same victim, the court finds 
that although there arguably may be some 
prejudice to one defendant or the other re¬ 
garding a particular piece of evidence, it is 
very small.” 

Warren also ruled on which evidence and 
testimony could be admissible during trial. 
He handed the prosecution a partial victory 
in the most hotly contested matter: alleged 
sexual contact between the couple and their 
two dogs. Bane and Hera, as well as alleged 
“intimacy” between the couple and their 
adopted son. Pelican Bay prison inmate, 
Paul “Cornfed” Schneider. 

Warren said that he would allow in evi¬ 
dence of sexual contact between the couple 
and their dogs and other persons, but only if 
it can be “tied to the actions of the dogs” at 
the time of the attack on Whipple. Warren 
cautioned that any attempt by the prosecu¬ 
tion to introduce evidence of sexual conduct 
between the dogs and Noel and Knoller 
would have to be first “very carefully scruti¬ 
nized” in a closed court session. 

The implication of bestiality was made 
by the lead prosecutor on the case. Assistant 
District Attorney Jim Hammer. He said that

A s cases involving legal issues 
of concern to the gay, les¬ 
bian, bisexual and transgen¬ 
der community increase, the work 
of lawyers outside the courthouse 
becomes increasingly important.

HIV study shows high 
numbers of drug use

fc ccording to a new study 
^ that looked at HIV risk in a 
„ late-night population in 
San Francisco, a large number of 
gay and bisexual men are using 
drugs and engaging in unsafe sex. 

The findings suggest that not 
only is late-night HIV outreach 
needed to reach this high-risk 
population, but that those inter¬ 
ventions should include substance 
use harm reduction messages. 
Also, the research suggests late- 
night HIV testing in the field 
could be useful in reaching those 
men who are unaware of their 
HIV positive status. 

“The concern is this might be 
a population that needs interven¬ 
tion. No one has really studied this 
population to see who is at risk,” 
said Mike Pendo, an HIV re¬ 
searcher in the Department of 
Public Health AIDS Office. 

Pendo presented preliminary 
results of the “Party and Play” 
study to the city’s HIV Prevention 
Planning Council last Thursday, 
lanuary 10. The study looked at 
the sexual behaviors and drug use 
of 391 individuals, 356 men who 
have sex with men and 35 male- 
to-female transgenders. 


Researchers talked to men 
found between the hours of mid¬ 
night to 4 a.m. in streets and 
cruising areas, bars and dance 
clubs, and public sex environ¬ 
ments in the Castro, Mission, 
Polk, and South of Market neigh¬ 
borhoods. The study consisted of 
a 45-minute interview, optional 
testing for HIV and sexually 
transmitted diseases, HIV/STD 
risk reduction counseling and re¬ 
ferrals to needed services, and a 
follow-up two weeks later for test 
results. 

Over a third of the men re¬ 
ported injecting drugs within the 
past three months. And 84 percent 
said they had used a non-injected 
drug within the same time period. 

“If you are doing late-night 
outreach, you are going to en¬ 
counter a range of drugs,” said 
Pendo. 

The study found that 84 per¬ 
cent had used marijuana, 64 per¬ 
cent had used speed, 38 percent 
used poppers, and 36 percent used 
ecstasy. In addition, 32 percent 
had used crack, 28 percent down¬ 
ers, 27 percent cocaine, and 18 
percent GHB. 

The least used drugs included 
LSD, mushrooms, and ketamine, 
with only 17 percent saying they 
had used them. Only 14 percent 


said they had used Viagra and 8 
percent reported using heroin. 

Of those studied, 69 percent 
were HIV-negative, 24 percent 
were known positives and 7 per¬ 
cent tested HIV-positive for the 
first time. 

As for sexual behavior, the 
study found that out of 192 men 
who were bottoms during sex, 67 
percent said they did not use con¬ 
doms. Out of 247 men who were 
tops, 64 percent said they had not 
used condoms. A majority of men 
also said they had unprotected 
anal sex with a partner of un¬ 
known HIV status: 84 out of 138 
tops and 65 out of 107 bottoms. 

While 82 percent of the partic¬ 
ipants said they had seen con¬ 
doms when they were at a club or 
bar, only 56 percent of those men 
had taken condoms. 

“Interventions should target 
both HIV-positive and HIV-neg¬ 
ative individuals and focus on dis¬ 
closure and communication,” 
Pendo told the HPPC members. 

The results of the study pro¬ 
vide statistical data to what many 
in the gay community already 
know: drug use is rampant, espe¬ 
cially among the late-night party 
crowd.

Oakland cannabis club 
challenges feds again

T he Oakland Cannabis Buy¬ 
ers Cooperative reopened its 
legal case against the federal 
government last week, asking that 
the injunction be lifted that bars 
the organization from providing 
medical marijuana. 

Last May, the U.S. Supreme 
Court unanimously ruled against 
the OCBC, saying that cannabis 
had no recognized medical uses, 
and that medical necessity could 
not be used by a providers’ orga¬ 
nization as a defense against pros¬ 
ecution under the federal Con¬ 
trolled Substances Act. 

The May ruling overturned a 
previous 9th Circuit Court of Ap¬ 
peals decision that the OCBC 
could claim exemption from fed¬ 
eral drug laws because the club’s 
members have a medicial need for 
marijuana. Since the spring rul¬ 


ing, the OCBC has remained open 
but has not sold cannabis. 

In last week’s filing, the OCBC 
focuses on three constitutional is¬ 
sues that the Supreme Court did 
not address last May. According to 
OCBC attorney Robert Raich, 
“The Supreme Court issued a very 
narrow ruling. We are taking the 
invitation to open up other is¬ 
sues.” 

In issuing that ruling. Justice 
Clarence Thomas acknowledged 
that constitutional issues re¬ 
mained unanswered, including 
regulation of intrastate commerce 
(the Constitution only gives the 
federal government jurisdiction 
over commerce between states) 
and the right of states to deter¬ 
mine their own laws. California 
and seven other states currently 
have laws permitting the medical 
use of marijuana. The OCBC brief 
also claims that the right to relief 
from pain is implied by the Fifth 


and Ninth amendments. In May, 
Raich said he was “surprised that 
the Supreme Court chose com¬ 
pletely to sidestep the other issues 
we raised in the case.” 

OCBC lawyers hope that the 
new case will also reach the high 
court. Department of Justice at¬ 
torneys, who will argue the feder¬ 
al case, declined to comment on 
the recent filing. However, under 
newly appointed drug czar Asa 
Hutchinson, the federal govern¬ 
ment appears to be cracking down 
on California providers of med¬ 
ical cannabis. 

Last September, agents from 
the federal Drug Enforcement Ad¬ 
ministration seized patient 
records and marijuana plants 
from Dr. Mollie Fry, an Auburn- 
area physician who recommends 
medical marijuana, followed a 
month later by a raid on the Los 
Angeles Cannabis Resource Cen¬ 
ter in West Hollywood. T 


Panel addresses Human Rights 
Commission on gender issues

T he public can expect the San 
Francisco Human Rights 
Commission to start ad¬ 
dressing more complex issues re¬ 
lated to gender soon. 

At the commission’s LGBT Ad¬ 
visory Committee meeting on 
Tuesday, January 15, a panel of 
guest speakers - including Shan¬ 
non Minter, staff attorney for the 
National Center for Lesbian Rights; 
health worker and former Pride 
president Cecilia Chung; and 
Shawna Virago, survivor advocate 
for Community United Against Vi¬ 
olence - discussed the many needs 
and nuances of the ever-expanding 
transgender community. 

The fight for transgender 
rights is important to the lesbian 
and gay struggle for marriage, 
noted Minter, because it chal¬ 
lenges the very concept of what is 
morally correct for the sexes. Ho¬ 
mophobic court decisions that do 
not recognize transgenders be¬ 
yond their birth sex, for instance, 
often result in same-sex couples 
being allowed to marry, as when a 
Texas lesbian couple, one of 


whom was a male-to-female 
transsexual, used a ruling in their 
favor. Likewise, when state courts 
honor a transgender’s new gender 
identity, that person can then 
enter into a male-female mar¬ 
riage, much to the dismay of 
right-wing zealots. 

“It’s pretty humorous in a 
way,” remarked Minter. “The 
point is it’s stupid to allow homo¬ 
phobia to guide these court deci¬ 
sions because it will always result 
in what some people will see as a 
same-sex marriage.” 

The more that the notion of a 
God-given gender is thrown to the 
wind, the more gender rights will 
benefit lesbians and gays, speakers 
said. 

Also noteworthy, said Virago, is 
the rising population of people 
who consider themselves “gen- 
derqueer,” whether in presenta¬ 
tion or identity. These folks may 
or may not opt for surgery or hor¬ 
mones, but their gender-variant 
status can present them with more 
struggles than a transgender rec¬ 
ognized as one sex or the other. 

On the healthcare front, said 
Chung, transgenders face many 
barriers, whether in trying to re¬ 


ceive a prostate exam as a female, 
or in attempting to access the 
city’s new transgender health ben¬ 
efits if they are city workers. 

“The referral process is vague,” 
said Chung. “And a lot of qualified 
surgeons don’t take HMOs.” 

Larry Brinkin, coordinator of 
the Human Rights Commission’s 
LGBT department, vowed to follow 
up on implementing the city’s 
health benefits, and also took to 
heart Virago’s suggestion that San 
Francisco place a number of unisex 
bathrooms in public places. Brinkin 
also said that the commission 
would examine new ways to honor 
the struggles faced by intersex peo¬ 
ple - those born with ambiguous 
genitalia and often assigned a gen¬ 
der at birth by a doctor - as they 
have mistakenly been lumped 
under a transgender umbrella de¬ 
spite their unique concerns. 

“We’re going to be taking a 
look at our gender guidelines,” 
said Brinkin. While the commis¬ 
sion’s guidelines for gender defin¬ 
itions and equality are thorough, 
and often used by other agencies 
in implementing policy, “we rec¬ 
ognize that there is room for im¬ 
provement.” T

id you endorse Harry Britt 
, for California Assembly? 

' Are you sure you didn’t? 
Best go check the list on his Web 
site (www.harrybritt.com). Be¬ 
cause if you’re like quite a few 
other people, you might be listed 
as an endorser without even 
knowing it. Even if you’re backing 
a rival candidate. 

At least six individuals, includ¬ 
ing San Francisco Assessor Doris 
Ward and Pat Murphy, publisher 
of the online San Francisco Sen¬ 
tinel, h^ve told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that they ended up on 
Britt’s endorsement list without 
their permission. Two are sup¬ 
porters of Britt’s rival in the con¬ 
test, Supervisor Mark Leno. Four 
are uncommitted in the race. 
Some are quite angry. 

“This corner tends toward 
thinking Britt clueless,” mused 
Murphy on his publication’s Web

site. Others are more polite. 

“Today I’m not endorsing any¬ 
body,” said Ward. Britt claimed 
Ward’s endorsement in an Octo¬ 
ber press release that the cam¬ 
paign re-issued in November. “I 
don’t know what happened,” said 


Ward. “We’ve been good friends 
and allies for a long time. We were 
on the [San Francisco] board [of 
supervisors] together. We fought 
for LGBT and progressive inter¬ 
ests. I have not taken a position on 
this race because I’ve been too 
busy with my own.” 

Bruce Cain, a political science 
professor at the University of Cal¬ 
ifornia, Berkeley, is a well-known 
authority on politics and political 
ethics. He said, “Endorsement 
means that you’ve given permis¬ 
sion to allow your name to be put 
on campaign material or in some 
public place as supporting a given 
candidate.” 

Candidates work hard to get the 
endorsement of prominent indi¬ 
viduals and institutions because 
voters often rely on the judgment of 
people they respect when making 
their own choice of a candidate. 

Of the six individuals listed as 
Britt endorsers, four report having 
had conversations with Britt, but

Britt’s comment on ‘young guys 
spread disease’ stuns politicos

'i"?- n off-hand remark by gay 
Assembly candidate Harry 
Britt just before a political 
function last Saturday, January 12 
shocked rival gay candidate Su¬ 
pervisor Mark Leno, who was 
reeling from Britt’s alleged com¬ 
ment to him that “you young guys 
spread disease.” 

The comment, apparently re¬ 
ferring to the AIDS epidemic, sur¬ 
prised other witnesses who heard 
it, including former Police Chief 
and ex-Supervisor Richard 
Hongisto, who is currently run¬ 
ning for city assessor. 

According to Leno, what start¬ 
ed out as a cordial handshake 
turned ugly when Hongisto ap¬ 
proached the rival candidates, 
who were at the San Francisco 
Public Library to attend a meeting 
sponsored by the San Francisco 
Bicycle Coalition. Britt and Leno 
are running in the Democratic 
primary to replace Assembly¬ 
woman Carole Migden (D-San 
Francisco) in San Francisco’s 13th 
Assembly District. 

“I saw Harry and greeted him,” 
Leno said, adding that at that mo¬ 
ment, Hongisto approached the 
men. Britt was talking to someone 
else. 

“He [Hongisto] said that he 


wanted to see how we were getting 
along,” Leno said. “I said, ‘Well, I 
wanted to give Harry a kiss but he 
wouldn’t let me,’ and Harry said, 
‘That’s right, you young guys 
spread disease.’” 

Leno, 50, whose partner died 
from hepatitis and HIV complica¬ 
tions several years ago, said he was 
shocked. 

“I was confounded and offend¬ 
ed,” Leno told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, adding that Britt had not 
offered an apology. 

Hongisto told the B.A.R. that 
he, too, heard Britt’s comment 
and was surprised. 

“I was on the Board of Super¬ 
visors for 10 years. I have been 
very friendly with both of them 
for years. I contribute to both of 
them. In knowing Harry as long as 
I have, I have noticed that he has a 
caustic sense of humor,” Hongisto 
said. “Harry has a sense of humor 
that wasn’t just exactly like every¬ 
body else’s.” 

Beverly Wagstaff, a campaign 
volunteer for Leno, also overheard 
Britt’s comment. “I was just 
stunned,” Wagstaff told the B.A.R. 
“I really couldn’t take it in. I didn’t 
know where it came from. I’m a 
volunteer and this is all pretty big 
stuff to me. That’s what one of our 
enemies would say.” 

Britt, 63, did not return phone 
calls seeking comment for this 
story. His campaign manager, 


Robert Haaland, declined to say 
whether Britt would apologize for 
or explain his comment. Haaland 
did say that Britt “would never, 
never make a joke” about AIDS, 
before hanging up. 

A brief statement issued by 
Britt’s campaign did not specifi¬ 
cally address the comment in 
question. “The unplanned and 
friendly chat between Mark and 
me last Saturday about kissing 
had nothing to do with HIV and 
he knows that,” Britt stated. 

Hongisto said he feels badly 
about what transpired between 
Britt and Leno. 

“I thought it was more of an 
attempt to make a repartee,” 
Hongisto said. “I guess Harry did 
not know how to respond. I al¬ 
most feel like I started it. 

“I thought that Harry meant it 
as a joke. I guess the point is that 
it’s really hard to joke about things 
like that because we’ve all lost a lot 
of friends. I lost my wife not so 
long ago. I know how it feels.” 

Migden, who created a stir in 
the LGBT community last year 
when she announced her en¬ 
dorsement of Britt, her mentor, 
over Leno, her proteg^, was not at 
the function and had no com¬ 
ment on Britt’s alleged statement. 
Migden has championed numer¬ 
ous bills dealing with*HIV/AIDS 
issues during her tenure in the 
Assembly. T

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It’s not funny 


J oking about AIDS is not funny and 
former supervisor and current Assem¬ 
bly candidate Harry Britt learned that 
the hard way this week. Our phone lines 
have been buzzing with accounts of what 
happened at the San Francisco Public Li¬ 
brary last Saturday when Britt allegedly told 
rival candidate Mark Leno that “you young 
guys spread disease.” While Britt’s comment 
was apparently meant as some sort of hu¬ 
morous come-back [see story, page 5], Leno 
isn’t laughing and neither are we. 

When a politician is caught saying some¬ 
thing he shouldn’t, the best course of action, 
in our view, is to own up to the mistake and 
move on. Had Britt called Leno afterwards 
and offered an apology, this story likely 
wouldn’t “have legs.” But Britt did not call 
Leno and has refused to talk to us; in a state¬ 
ment released Tuesday, he seems to blame 
us for the incident. That’s right, the media 
made it up. We’ll probably hear from Britt’s 
supporters that it was all some vast conspir¬ 
acy involving this newspaper or Leno’s 
campaign; as if someone planted a comput¬ 
er chip in Britt’s brain that made him utter 
the unfortunate and definitely un-funny re¬ 
mark. Sorry, Harry, this was your doing, not 
ours. 

Between Britt’s comment, which was 
overheard by at least two people, including 
former Supervisor Richard Hongisto (a can¬ 
didate this time around for assessor), and 
the revelation that his campaign falsely list¬ 
ed people as endorsers on its Web site, it 
hasn’t been a very good week for Britt, who 
is battling for the 13th District Assembly 
seat currently held by Assemblywoman Ca¬ 
role Migden, herself a Britt supporter. After 
we called the campaign, Britt’s Web site was 
suddenly updated, except that workers ne¬ 
glected to change the date, making it seem 
as though the site was last updated October 
15 and, therefore, we must be wrong in re¬ 
porting that it listed people as endorsers 
who told us they either supported another 
candidate or are remaining neutral in this 
race. Sorry again, Harry, we have a printout 


of the old list as it appeared on the Web site 
last week with the names of some people 
who say they did not endorse you. 

The above examples seem to 
show a campaign in disarray and 
desperate for support. And it 
makes us wonder how Britt 
would represent the 13th District 
should he somehow manage to 
win a contested race that not only 
includes himself and Leno, but two other 
candidates as well. We have enough 
problems with Republicans 
and conservative Democrats in 
the Legislature, we don’t need 
so-called progressives like Britt 
making crude remarks about an epidemic 
that has resulted in the deaths of thousands 
of people. 

What Britt’s supporters fail to compre¬ 


hend in their attempt to parse words and 
shift blame away from their candidate is that 
had some Republican candidate made a 
comment like Britt’s, they would be de¬ 
manding an apology. And in fact, 
spurning the gay community has 
damaged other candidates in the past. 
The gay community locally is a pow¬ 
erful force, and we don’t need retired 
politicians running for office turning 
back the clock with their remarks, 
^ off-hand or otherwise. 

If Britt wants to brush up 
on his humor, perhaps he 
should take lessons from 
Board of Supervisors President 
Tom Ammiano. At least Ammiano, a some¬ 
time stand-up comic, is never at a loss for a 
one-liner, and his aren’t offensive to the 
community. ▼

Time to speak out about HIV

A very strange thing happened to me 
during the holiday vacation. I spent 
two weeks visiting my sweet but oh- 
so-middle-American family. During my stay 
we spoke openly and frankly about my HIV¬ 
positive status, about its recent impact on 
my work, and about the impact it has had 
on my relationship with my HIV-negative 
partner. The strangeness of this phenome¬ 
non does not lie in the fact that my family 
and I talk about these issues. No, the 
strangeness of this occurrence lies in my re¬ 
alization that this frank openness simply 
doesn’t happen among my gay friends in 
San Francisco. 

It is sad to me that this huge part of the 
gay reality is only talked about in very lim¬ 
ited ways. For many people HIV is some¬ 
thing you raise money for when you go to a 
circuit party or take part in a marathon. 
Some of my younger friends have told me 
they literally know no one who is HIV-pos- 
itive, both a good indication of our HIV 
prevention efforts over the years and a real¬ 
ity that has had unforeseen negative effects. 

This saddens me for two reasons. The 
first is that the gay community has already 
undergone enough animosity from the out¬ 
side without creating more within it. Yet this 
is exactly what happens toward “less desir¬ 
able” HIV-positive men. Many who I know 
have begun to internalize the rejection they 
feel from the gay community and turned it 
into low self-esteem. Low self-esteem has 
been commonly recognized as a co-factor 
for taking unhealthy decisions and risks. 
The second reason this is sad to me is that 
the gay community as a whole is missing 
out on something rich and powerful: a 
painful part of our history that’s not being 
told. 

As I thought about this, it struck me that 
the model we, people in San Francisco sur¬ 
viving with HIV, have settled for is one that 


closely resembles the Al-Anon/A.A. model. 
We meet in organized groups (at AHP, Pos¬ 
itive Resources, Stop AIDS, etc.) or infor¬ 
mally (coffee shops, dinner parties) where 
we feel safe enough to talk about our life 
with HIV/AIDS then we go about our lives 
not talking about it except with one or two 
friends. At the risk of offending 12-steppers, 
I can’s help but find this schema tinted with 
shame. 

I propose that, rather than the 12-step 
model, we begin to adopt the model of 
the transgender community: loud, 
proud, politically strategic, and not 
afraid to make people slightly un¬ 
comfortable. 

So to my many fellow gay com¬ 
munity members who are HIV¬ 
negative I have this to say: we peo¬ 
ple living with HIV are to 
be recognized, thanked, 
and appreciated for what 
we endure. The way we 
demanded to be treated by the medical and 
social establishment has brought about un¬ 
foreseen progress in many realms of human 
rights, gay rights, medical acumen, and so¬ 
cial policy. We continue to be the guinea 
pigs of modern medicine, breaking ground 
by testing new drugs in the hopes of staying 
alive, but also allowing breakthroughs in 
many other fields of science that benefit the 
greater community. Yet, with the exception 
of the institutionalized awards ceremonies, 
these endeavors go mostly unsung. 

Dr. Tom Coates, director of UCSF’s Cen¬ 
ter for AIDS Prevention Studies said in an 
interview I conducted with him for 
Gay.com that in essence the community 
doesn’t feel like HIV prevention belongs to 
it. He believes that gay people in SF perceive 
the various HIV efforts as coming from out¬ 
side of the community, acting upon it rather 
than being a part of it. He proposes that a 
new discussion must begin in the greater 
community in order for us to own HIV 
once again. 


Some of the benefits of breaking down 
the silence and creating a coalition of people 
surviving HIV and AIDS might include: 

• Giving HIV-negative people a less ro¬ 
manticized view of what it means to live 
with HIV today and therefore slow down 
new infection rates. 

• Providing leadership and non-judg- 
mental mentoring for newly infected peo¬ 
ple who in many cases feel very isolated and 
judged. 

• Creating a more widespread discussion 
and skills sharing on how to be less med¬ 
ically dependent, making the road less scary 

for those of us who choose not to 
take mainstream drugs. 

Going into developing 
countries (or even less devel¬ 
oped parts of America) to train 
people in healthy survival 
skills: nutrition, self-care, 
and exercise. 

• Creating spaces for 
touch and intimacy in which appearances 
are not the central criteria. 

In the meantime, however, the state of 
California has made a monumental shift in 
its public HIV policy by deciding to apply a 
whopping 25 percent of its annual budget 
to directly work with people with HIV. I 
personally want to have a say in those ac¬ 
tions in the hopes they will focus on build¬ 
ing self-esteem, breaking down isolation, 
turning our priceless experience into some¬ 
thing constructive for ourselves and for the 
greater community. I personally see a clear 
relationship between the onset of new in¬ 
fections and the manhole cover of silence 
the gay community has placed over this 
issue. 

So while it would be more comfortable 
for us to wait, the time to act is now. To sub¬ 
vert an old ACT UP phrase: Words=Life.

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Providing leadership 

The good news is the verve of Supervisor Gavin 
Newsom. He recently proposed a bold, balanced, and 
thorough program to deal with homelessness in the 
city. It would provide better care for those in need of 
care and more control for those out of control. If it 
passes, it will help alleviate the mess in the Castro and 
other areas. 

The bad news is the foot-dragging of Tom Ammi- 
ano, president of the Board of Supervisors. Several 
years ago, when residents of the Haighit sought to out¬ 
law public drinking in the Panhandle, in order to con¬ 
trol public drunks there, Ammiano called the effort 
an attack on the homeless. More recently, when peo¬ 
ple throughout the city clamored for cleaner streets, 
he tried to get the city to go slower in cleaning up 
messes created by the homeless. Most recent of all, 
when Newsom presented his new program, Ammiano 
scoffed, saying it takes more than one supervisor to . 
solve the problem. Yet he himself has never come up 
with such a comprehensive plan. 

Newsom has set an example that Ammiano would 
do well to heed. It’s called providing leadership.

There’s absolutely nothing in your ar¬ 
ticle to suggest that Wallace’s status as a lesbian had 
any bearing on the situation whatsoever - except in her 
imagination. If it’ll make Ms. Wallace fell any less “mis¬ 
treated” I’ll happily buy her a rainbow sticker.

History needed 

I just received the January 3 issue of the B.A.R., and 
am prompted by Mark Mardon’s article (“Our town”) 
to respond to Winston Leyland’s Out in the Castro. To 
say the least, it came as very much a surprise that I 
first heard of Leyland’s project when a few weeks ago 
I discovered Out in the Castro among the new releas¬ 
es in a Provincetown bookstore. 

I am, of course, glad to see such a substantial con¬ 
tribution appear documenting the history of the Cas¬ 
tro. And, the book is, as always, of the notable caliber 
Winston Leyland has demonstrated over the decades 

in his commitment to preserving and promoting 
the best of our community, and (dare I say 
I it?) what is now our radical “old guard.” 
Leyland’s project and the event Mark 
Mardon covered in his article also raise 
the touchy issue of who gets to be the “of¬ 
ficial” keepers of our collective memory. 

I am perplexed, as a historian and as a 
participant, by the absence of several 
key Castro dynamics - there is no inter¬ 
view with any of the founding members 
of the Gay and Lesbian Historical Society of Northern 
California, with the quintessentially 1980s 12-step re¬ 
covery community (gay AA in the Castro was often 
hailed, mock-seriously as “the largest private social 
club in the Castro”), or the bear community. The Cas¬ 
tro was the crucible which gave birth to today’s self- 
identifying bear community and holds the undisput¬ 
ed position of being “Bear mecca.” 

No single historical compilation is likely to be 
complete, I readily grant. On a personal level, as 
someone who was an integral part of the above dy¬ 
namics, among others, I am uncomfortable with how 
easily and unmindfully individuals and whole parts 
of a community can be banished to oblivion. 

I lived in the Castro from 1979 to 1993. (I left, with 
great reluctance when, after ending up on SSI and ex¬ 
pecting to die from AIDS, I was offered a full-time po¬ 
sition in the Boston area.) During those years I was 
involved in many levels with the Castro community, 
including being a founding member and past board 
co-chair of the SFBAGLHS (now GLHSNC); was in¬ 
tensely involved in the recovery community (a vital 
part of our story), and was present from the incep¬ 
tion of the bear phenomenon, and have been chron¬ 
icling bear history since 1990. (I edited The Bear Book 
and The Bear Book II, and am editing The Bear Book 
III now.) 

I started work on a bottom-up history of the Cas¬ 
tro in the mid-1990s, which has languished since mid¬ 
execution. I have accumulated a great deal of materi¬ 
als, numerous interviews, and had initiated a collab¬ 
oration with Dan Nicoletta when I was actively re¬ 
searching in San Francisco in the latter 1990s. Peter 
Stein interviewed me as a former Castro resident 
when he was working on his video documentary on 
the Castro. And, I make a cameo appearance in it as a 
tourist, having been “planted” by Trevor Hailey, one of 
my interviewees. 

When the means to finance myself or to establish 
free, in-exchange local accommodation ran out - and 
after a long and unfruitful search for an Bay Area 
funding sources for my project - I lost a first-rights 
publishing contract with a major press, and I relegat¬ 
ed the project to a back burner. 

I would like to conclude with am open request - 
that anyone interested in financial, materially, or oth¬ 
erwise supporting the addition to our common his¬ 
tory, which my at present stalled work would repre¬ 
sent, to get in touch with me at either curator@ 
bearhistory.com or lwright@mountida.edu.

hen Matt Drudge recent¬ 
ly reported that the film 

A Beautiful Mind left out 
the gay aspects of its subject’s life, 
some in the lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity cried foul. Representatives 
of the Gay and Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation, our some¬ 
times overzealous media watchdog 
group, found the omission “alarm¬ 
ing” and claimed that it “cheats the 
audience.” But in straightening out 
the complicated character of John 
Nash, a Nobel Prize-winning 
mathematician, it’s possible that 
director Ron Howard inadvertent¬ 
ly did us a favor. 

Like others, I was initially an¬ 
gered by the revelation that the 
book on which A Beautiful Mind 
was based contained many refer¬ 
ences to Nash’s bisexuality - 
none of which made it into 
the movie version. Once 
again, queer history was 
being erased. It seemed that 
we’d returned to the bad old 
days of Hollywood, with 
movies like the 1948 
Night and Day, in 
which composer Cole 
Porter’s mari¬ 
tal problems 
stemmed 
from some 
mysterious, unnamed artistic 
angst, not from being gay. 

In defense of A Beautiful Mind, 
most screenplays (and novels, for 
that matter) based on real events 
and real people play fast and furi¬ 
ous with the facts. They have to, 
for the sake of art. Famous lives 
don’t always translate well to the 
big screen, even though parts of 
them might make terrific drama. 

“We took a lot of license to 
compress, to synthesize it and ul¬ 
timately make it accessible and ex¬ 
pressive to an audience,” Howard 
has explained of his movie. As a 
writer, I think that sounds like a 
good choice. Disturbingly, 
though. Drudge quoted “a well- 
placed source” as saying that the 
decision to “de-gay” Nash actually 
had to do with box-office, not 
artistic, concerns - presumably, 
American viewers wouldn’t want 
to see Russell Crowe, who plays 
Nash, coming on to another man. 

Let’s say, however, that Howard

and screenwriter Akiva 
Goldman had decided to 
include Nash’s sexuality 
in all its complexity in 
their film. Would we be 
happy with a Ron 
Howard vision of bisexu¬ 
ality in the 1950s? 

My guess is that we 
wouldn’t. Nash’s 1954 ar¬ 
rest for “indecent expo¬ 
sure” in a public men’s 
room might have looked 
outright seedy to straight 
audiences, who have no 
grounding in gay history 
and would not have un¬ 
derstood why men would 
want to (or have to) seek 

out sex with other men in _ 

public places. 

Worse yet, it’s easy to imagine 
audiences in middle America con¬ 
flating Nash’s bisexuality with his 
schizophrenia - neither of 
which they might have 
much knowledge of - and 
then crediting the love of a 
good woman with his emer¬ 
gence out of the shadows of 
both. Now there’s the ulti¬ 
mate ex-gay movie. You 
can almost hear viewer 
John Doe whispering to his 
wife, Jane, as 
the house 
lights go up: 
“See, honey, I 
told you it could be cured!” 

The fact is, gay history can be 
exceedingly complicated, and it’s 
probably best if the Ron Howards 
of the world don’t try to tackle it. 
Do we really want more unrealis¬ 
tic fare like Jonathan Demme’s 
Philadelphia (1995), in which a 
straight homophobe swallows his 
revulsion for gays just in time to 
become the savior of a gay man 
dying of AIDS? 

The other fact is - and this is 
harder to accept - lesbian and gay 
history can be pretty grim. These 
days, many of us feel uplifted 
when we scan long lists of lesbian 
and gay people from the past. 
We’ve even designated October as 
Lesbian and Gay History Month 
to help us remember that same- 
sex desire has always been a part 
of the fabric of life. This reclaim¬ 
ing of lesbian and gay history is 
extremely important to our cul¬ 
ture. 

But at the same time, when you

delve into lesbian and gay biogra¬ 
phies, you begin to see a very sad 
pattern. Because homosexuality 
was even more deeply stigmatized 
in the past than it is now, a lot of 
our famous foremothers and fore¬ 
fathers suffered from depression. 
Some committed suicide or killed 
themselves more slowly with alco¬ 
hol or drugs. Many denied they 
were homosexual or derided the 
term “gay.” Lots of them burned 
the evidence of their same-sex re¬ 
lationships, like love letters. Many 
were arrested. Still others, like J. 
Edgar Hoover and Roy Cohn, ac¬ 
tively worked against gay people. 
These kinds of problems and be¬ 
haviors, brought on by institu¬ 
tionalized and internalized homo¬ 
phobia, continue into the present. 

Does this mean Hollywood stu¬ 
dios shouldn’t make movies about 
historical gay people? Not at all. 
But gay history needs to be han¬ 
dled by screenwriters and directors 
who understand it - or at the very 
minimum have a willingness to do 
so. What we need aren’t films that 
throw in homosexuality without 
really comprehending it, but films 
that deal with the complexities of 
living as a gay person in the past. 
That means exploring not just the 
joy of queer love, but the shame, 
the fear, and the sadness brought 
about by homophobia. T

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GO P’s Richard Riordan 
talks about gay issues

t wasn’t what the Pete 
Knights, John Doolittles, 
>«r Lou Sheldons or other con¬ 
servative Republicans who usual¬ 
ly choose their party nominees 
wanted to hear, but former Los 
Angeles Mayor Richard Riordan, 
the perceived front-runner for the 
Republican gubernatorial nomi¬ 
nation, stepped into the some¬ 
times stormy world of gay politics 
last week when he addressed a 
breakfast meeting of the Los An¬ 
geles-based Access Now for Gay 
and Lesbian Equality and told 
them that he was “willing to view 
the idea of civil unions” as in 
same-sex couples getting 
the rights that married 
couples have. 

“It’s as open [for dis¬ 
cussion] as everything 
politically,” said Rior¬ 
dan to the crowd of 
nearly 200 gays and 
lesbians. 

This open- 
minded ap¬ 
proach to civil 
union legislation for gays and les¬ 
bians clearly puts Riordan at odds 
with Republican conservatives, 
those party members who usually 
play the largest part in choosing 
their statewide candidates in pri¬ 
maries. 

Though Riordan stopped short 
of actually endorsing same-sex 
unions, he told the group he is 
definitely “open” to civil unions, 
but indicated he might be more 
interested in expanding the state’s 
domestic partners law to give 
same-sex couples more rights. 
While this was good news to gay 
and lesbian voters - particularly 
those who identify as Republicans 
- it was not good news to GOP 
conservatives, who will choose be¬ 
tween Riordan and his two oppo¬ 
nents, Secretary of State Bill 
Jones and L.A. financier William 
E. Simon. Many political ob¬ 
servers believe that Riordan will 
be the GOP nominee against in¬ 
cumbent Democratic Governor 
Gray Davis in November. 

Riordan, clearly the most mod¬ 
erate of the three GOP candidates, 
used the Los Angeles breakfast 
meeting to talk about his past 
record on gay and lesbian issues. 
He appointed gays and lesbians 
during his two terms as Los Ange¬ 
les mayor, and opposed Proposi¬ 
tion 22, which California voters 
overwhelmingly approved in 
2000. The so-called Knight initia¬ 
tive defines marriage as strictly 
being between a man and a 
woman. Riordan pointed out that 
he opposed Proposition 22 
“against political advice because I 
felt it was unnecessary and was a 
divisive measure that singled out 
gays and lesbians.” 

Conservative California Re¬ 
publicans and religious groups 
circulated petitions and mounted 
lobbying campaigns against 
AB1338, a bill that would have 
granted gay and lesbian couples all 
the rights of married couples. 
Clearly, Riordan risks losing votes 
in the March 5 primary to his con¬ 
servative opponents, Jones and 
Simon, both of whom supported 
Proposition 22. 

Jordan’s campaign people ac¬ 
knowledge that probability but 
said their candidate was only try¬ 
ing to show that he is an “inclusive 
candidate” who is willing to reach 


out to groups who haven’t sup¬ 
ported Republican candidates in 
the past. Riordan campaign 
spokesman Matthew Szabo said, 
“I am not sure how many political 
strategists would recommend that 
a Republican candidate attend a 
gay event during a primary elec¬ 
tion, but the mayor is committed 
to running as a nonpartisan and 
to running as himself.” 

Sure enough, however, Rior- 
dan’s pro-gay comments at the 
breakfast brought quick negative 
responses from the conservative 
wing of the state GOP. The Rev¬ 
erend Lou Sheldon, the anti-gay 
chair of the Traditional Values 
Coalition, said that Riordan is 
showing himself to be “pro¬ 
homosexual marriage” 
and predicted that Ri¬ 
ordan would indeed 
lose conservative 
votes because of his 
willingness to even 
consider same-sex 
unions. “They [the Ri¬ 
ordan cam¬ 
paign] are 
puffing it as if 
it were the best 
thing since the five-cent cigar, and 
that rubs so irritatingly against the 
grain of Irish Catholics, Latino 
Catholics, and evangelicals.” 

Both of Riordan’s GOP prima¬ 
ry opponents were also quick to 
take what they hope is political 
advantage of the former mayor 
meeting with the group, which 
gave him a standing ovation after 
his remarks. Sal Russo, a cam¬ 
paign consultant to Simon, said 
that his candidate is opposed to 
any measure, including those 
sanctioning civil unions, where 
the government classifies people 
by sexual orientation. Sean 
Walsh, a campaign aide for Jones, 
said his candidate hasn’t taken a 
position on same-sex civil unions, 
but others close to the Jones cam¬ 
paign said they believe the candi¬ 
date opposes such civil unions be¬ 
tween same-sex partners. 

Walsh, apparently speaking on 
Jones’s behalf, indeed called Rior¬ 
dan’s comments “strange” because 
they seem to ignore the “concerns 
and wishes of the important Re¬ 
publican primary voters.” 

In the past, Riordan, himself a 
Roman Catholic, has been sup¬ 
portive of gay issues. In 1994, then- 
Mayor Riordan signed a city ordi¬ 
nance iii Los Angles that gave 
health and dental benefits to do¬ 
mestic partners and that same year 
he issued an executive order ban¬ 
ning discrimination in the work¬ 
place based on sexual orientation. 
In 1993, Riordan also urged House 
Republicans to drop the ban on 
gays in the military and called for¬ 
mer President Bill Clinton’s “Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Tell” policy “flawed.” 

In the end, however, Riordan’s 
appearance before the gay and les¬ 
bian ANGLE group might have 
been in vain, and could indeed 
end up costing him votes in the 
Republican primary, probably to 
Jones, the only one of the three 
candidates ever to win a statewide 
election. This past weekend, the 
20-member board of ANGLE, 
while clearly appreciating the pro¬ 
gay comments from the former 
L.A. mayor, voted overwhelming¬ 
ly to endorse incumbent Davis in 
the November general election.

District Democratic nomination

Besides, Giuliani deserves a lot of 
praise for taking a city of millions 
that was rotting from crime, dilap¬ 
idated buildings, and homelessness 
and turning it completely around. 
Anyone who visits New York City, 
as I occasionally do, knows that you 
can now walk through Times 
Square or Central Park late at night 
and be safe; the city is clean, safe, 
and beautiful again. Thanks to Giu¬ 
liani, most would agree - hey the 
guy got elected twice as a Republi¬ 
can in a city with an 8-1 Democra¬ 
tic registration - New York City is 
safer now than it was before he took 
office. 

Now, why the hell can’t some¬ 
one do the same for San Francis¬ 
co? We could maybe start with the 
homeless problem. Yes, I know,

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Who was James Beard?

January 23, 1985 (17 years ago 
this month): James Beard, a 
world-renowned authority on 
American food and cooking, dies 
in New York. 

ulinary master James Beard 
possessed the same lifelong 
passion for cooking and en- 
terraming that many gay men 
have experienced. He moved in 
gay circles and had many gay and 
lesbian friends. But, by most ac¬ 
counts, Beard was unhappy about 
his homosexuality, partly because 
he never found the soul mate he 
longed for. 

Born in Portland, Oregon, in 
1903, Beard was the only child of 
middle-aged parents. His British- 
born mother, Mary, a former 
restaurant manager and small- 
hotel owner, not only tutored him 
in cooking, but also in shopping 
for food and presenting beautiful 
meals. At the family’s summer 
home on the Oregon coast, Mary 
furthered her son’s culinary skills 
by teaching him to prepare and 
serve meals out-of-doors. 

Beard apparently learned more 
than cooking on the beach. He 
later claimed that he discovered 
his homosexuality at the age of 10 
by experimenting with other boys 
on the dunes. During his teenage 
summers, he progressed to older 
men, beginning a pattern of brief 
sexual encounters. 

Besides cooking, Mary Beard’s 
other great love was for the per¬ 
forming arts. She took her son to 


his first opera when he was 5, and 
at the age of 12, Beard began act¬ 
ing with Portland theater compa¬ 
nies and in school productions, 
dreaming of a stage career. 

In 1920, he entered Reed Col¬ 
lege, where he cut a flamboyant 
figure on campus, even appearing 
at the freshman Halloween party 
in drag. After the administration 
discovered that he had been 
lovers with several male 
students and at least one 
professor. Beard was ex¬ 
pelled in 1921. (Ironically, 
the college granted him an 
honorary degree after he be¬ 
came famous.) 

His mother bun¬ 
dled him off to Eng¬ 
land, and Beard spent 
the next year traveling 
and taking voice lessons. In Eu¬ 
rope, he found he could more 
freely explore his sexuality. But 
when Mary’s finances became 
strained, she had to bring her son 
unwillingly home. 

For years. Beard continued 
pursuing his acting arnbitions in 
Portland and New York, but with 
little luck. He had a powerful 
speaking voice, but his weight - 
usually between 250 and 300 
pounds - prevented his success. 
The closest he came to achieving 
his goal was when he found steady 
dramatic work on the radio. 

By the late 1930s, Beard decid¬ 
ed that cooking could earn him a 
better living than acting. When he 
met William Rhode, another food 
maven, at a party, the two teamed 
up to start a successful catering 
business called Hors d’Oeuvre 


Inc. in New York. 

Based on what he learned as a 
caterer. Beard published his first 
cookbook. Hors d'Oeuvres and 
Canapes in 1940. Designed for a 
new breed of social climbers, the 
volume included “modern” dishes 
like deviled eggs - which would 
soon, thanks to Beard, become de 
rigueur in middle-class American 
cuisine. The book also offered 
tips on how to host a suc¬ 
cessful cocktail party, like 
“Have plenty of cigarettes, 
and not just your own 
brand.” 

After serving briefly in 
World War II, Beard ad¬ 
vanced his career by 
writing regular arti¬ 
cles in Gourmet and 
other magazines. 
Then in 1949, his Fireside Cook 
Book propelled him to stardom 
among food writers. A lavishly il¬ 
lustrated volume of more than 
1,200 recipes, including such var¬ 
ied domestic fare as roasts, spoon 
bread, and eggs Benedict, the 
tome was geared toward making 
American cuisine accessible to 
cooks of both genders. His goal. 
Beard wrote, was to create a “truly 
national cuisine,” one that used 
primarily fresh, regional ingredi¬ 
ents. He did, however, include a 
chapter on the new rage - frozen 
foods. 

Over the next decades. Beard 
wrote more than 25 cookbooks on 
everything from entertaining to 
casserole cooking to barbecuing. 
In the 1950s and 1960s, he helped 
popularize backyard grilling as a 
“manly” pursuit - perhaps be- 
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cause he himself strived toward 
“masculine” behavior and showed 
disdain for “feminine” gay men. 

In addition to writing. Beard 
added to his prosperity by lending 
endorsements to companies like 
Green Giant and acting as a con¬ 
sultant to restaurants. Among the 
establishments he created menus 
for were the Four Seasons in New 
York and Windows on the World 
at the top of the World Trade Cen¬ 
ter. He also opened a cooking 
school in his Greenwich Village 
townhouse in 1955. 

For many years. Beard shared 
his New York home with his lover, 
Gino Cofacci, whom he met at a 
gay-favorite restaurant in the Vil¬ 
lage in 1956. Cofacci was an archi¬ 
tect who was unable to stick to a 
job. Beard eventually sent him to 
France to study cooking, and Co¬ 
facci became an accomplished 
pastry chef. The two men hosted 
many gay soirees at their home, 
including Thanksgiving dinners 
with New York Times food writer 
Craig Claiborne and his lover. 

But Beard suffered bouts of de¬ 
pression over his homosexuality 
and often lamented his inability to 
find a lover he could really talk to. 
The relationship between Beard 
and Cofacci deteriorated in the 
late 1960s, when Beard could no 
longer tolerate Cofacci’s needi¬ 
ness. “It is not a companionship 
where things are shared,” he wrote 
sadly to a friend. He then fell for 
his young aide and chauffeur, Carl

Jerome; but the relationship was 
never consummated, because 
Jerome loved another man. 

In his later years. Beard devel¬ 
oped coronary disease and, after a 
serious heart attack, became a 
proponent of healthful cooking. 
The turnaround, however, wasn’t 
enough to compensate for a life¬ 
time of eating rich foods: He died 
of cardiac arrest on January 23, 
1985. ▼

port there are more than 92,000 
same-sex couples living in the state. 
Some leaders have estimated there 
may be as many as 400,000 same-sex 
couples in California. 

The Assembly’s judiciary com¬ 
mittee was expected to vote on the 
bill at its meeting Tuesday, Janu¬ 
ary 15. With indications there 
were not enough votes needed for 
passage out of the 10-member 
committee, Koretz had been at¬ 
tempting to find another way to 
get the bill passed. 

“Because the judiciary commit¬ 
tee is going to be challenging, there 
may be other options that would 
be more successful for the bill. The 
bill is still with the judiciary com¬ 
mittee, but that could change in 
the near future,” Theresa Stark, 
Koretz’s legislative aide, told the 
Bay Area Reporter earlier this 
month. “The author still intends to 
pursue the bill and hopefully have 
it up for a hearing and a vote. We 
are just trying to figure out the 
best way to bring it forward.” 

Even if the bill had passed out 
of the Assembly committee, many 
believed there wasn’t much 
chance for its passage during an 
election year. While the bill is dead 


this year, Koretz pledged to rein¬ 
troduce the legislation next year. 

“It would take a lot of courage 
to stand up for an issue like this in 
any year. But it takes more 
courage and conviction to stand 
up for it in an election year,” Scott 
Svonkin, Koretz’s chief of staff, 
told the B.A.R. “The chances for 
AB1338 are best in off years.” 

Fourteen legislators signed on 
as co-authors of the measure. And 
a broad coalition, including health 
organizations, women’s groups, 
civil rights organizations, and 
labor groups, supported the bill. 

“We made tremendous progress 
in getting this bill introduced. We 
started the public discourse and 
demonstrated the numerous obsta¬ 
cles and hardships gay and lesbian 
families suffer in the absence of 
basic legal rights that our state only 
extend to married opposite-sex 
couples,” said Jean Harris, executive 
director of the California Alliance 
for Pride and Equality. “The issue 
of civil unions for same-sex couples 
will forever be part of our quest for 
equality, here in California and the 
rest of the country.” 

While several European coun¬ 
tries have legalized either gay mar¬ 
riages or civil unions, Vermont is 
the only state in the United States 
to legalize civil unions. About 25 
states have legislation that bars 
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same-sex marriage. Six states have 
similar legislation pending. 

While California bars same-sex 
marriage, the state does recognize 
domestic partnerships. And with 
the passage last year of AB25, As¬ 
semblywoman Carole Migden’s 
(D-San Francisco) domestic part¬ 
ners bill, the state now offers a 
dozen rights guaranteed by mar¬ 
riage to same-sex couples regis¬ 
tered as domestic partners. 

Activists in New Hampshire 
and Connecticut are pushing for 
their state legislatures to pass civil 
union bills. Last year New Hamp¬ 


shire state Representative Jim 
Splaine unsuccessfully attempted 
to introduce a civil union bill sim¬ 
ilar to Vermont’s. 

This year, that effort has re¬ 
newed energy after an outpouring 
of community support for a les¬ 
bian couple at Dover High School. 
Nicole Salisbury and Ashley La- 
gasse won the senior yearbook 
category of “best couple” by a ma¬ 
jority vote of their classmates in 
late November. Principal Robert 
Pedersen almost disqualified the 
girls, arguing that the ballot re¬ 
quired students to choose a male 


and a female. But after students 
and parents demonstrated sup¬ 
port for the lesbian couple, the 
school superintendentoverturned 
Pedersen’s decision and allowed 
the girls to be recognized. 

Mim Easton, executive director 
of Seacoast Outright in Portsmouth, 
said she sees the inclusive attitude 
toward gay people at Dover High 
causing a change among legislators. 
“Change moves from the bottom 
up,” she told the Advocate.com. “I 
see it as happening in steps. Nothing 
is changed completely without slow 
progress.” ▼ 
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Educational equity resolution 
adopted by San Francisco school board

O n January 8, the San Fran¬ 
cisco Unified School Dis¬ 
trict for the first time in a 
decade re-elected its school board 
president, Commissioner Jill 
Wynns, to a second term. But in 
similarly groundbreaking news, 
the meeting also saw passage of 
the Educational Equity Resolu¬ 
tion, introduced last October by 
Commissioners Eric Mar, Eddie 
Y. Chin, and openly gay Commis¬ 
sioner Mark Sanchez. 

The resolution addresses the 
many inequities present-in the 
city’s public schools around race, 
ethnicity, and economics. San 
Francisco public schools, for in¬ 
stance, consist of 89 percent stu¬ 
dents of color, but classrooms 
have seen increasing racial segre¬ 
gation and socioeconomic and 
language-proficiency disparity 
among the neighborhoods. 
African Americans in particular, 
states the resolution, are facing a 
“widening achievement gap,” as 
they make up only 16 percent of 
the student population overall but 
accounted for 50 percent of all 
student suspensions and only 3.9 
percent of students in gifted and 
talented programs. 

“This resolution will help us 
make better decisions concerning 
those students,” Sanchez told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “It will help us 
in the staffing of schools, it will 


direct the district to provide the 
public with easily readable data, 
and will allow us to look at all the 
statistics that deal with demo¬ 
graphics in education.” 

The resolution is particularly 
important, said Sanchez, because 
race-based placement and admis¬ 
sion within schools is no longer 
permitted. Yet many past deseg¬ 
regation strategies resulted in 
further segregation. For instance, 
said Sanchez, “We bus Latino, 
black, and Chinese students so 
they can be together and then we 
put them in bilingual classes 
where they’re re-segregated.

not offering to endorse him. One 
made a small contribution to the 
campaign. One did neither. 

“Giving of money is not an en¬ 
dorsement,” said Cain. “If they 
were giving money to buy access, 
they might give money to both.” 

Reflecting that distinction, 
Britt’s campaign contribution en¬ 
velope provides separate boxes for 
those wanting to contribute and 
those willing to go the next step 
and allow their name to be used as 
an endorser. 

Britt is running in the hotly 
contested Democratic primary for 
the 13th Assembly District seat.

Additionally, parents used to 
be able to change their child’s eth¬ 
nicity in order to beat racial caps, 
helping the “other/non white” 
category of students to jump to 
11 percent. Within that percent¬ 
age are presumably uncounted 
Vietnamese and other Southeast 
Asian students who are not given 
their own category. Language and 
cultural needs therefore have not 
been properly addressed. 

The resolution re-commits 
the school board to racial equity 
through “diversity index” deci- 


from politics, during which time 
he was a San Francisco supervisor. 
Leno is also in the race. 

When asked for comment, 
Britt campaign manager Robert 
Haaland charged that, “This is the 
B.A.R. being a leg of the Leno 
campaign. This is not a news 
story. It’s incredibly petty. I’m em¬ 
barrassed for your paper.” 

Haaland, however, later ac¬ 
knowledged the problem. “There 
was a guy who was running the 
campaign. He mistakenly thought 
that when someone gave money, 
they were an endorser,” he said. 

Cain disagreed with that as¬ 
sessment. “I think it’s much more 
than a clerical error,” he said. “Mr. 
Britt is anxious to get people on 
his side. In the end, he may lose 
these people. I think this is a tacti- 
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sions, taking into account a stu¬ 
dent’s socioeconomic status, 
among other factors, and provid¬ 
ing racial, language-proficiency, 
and socioeconomic data to influ¬ 
ence decisions around funding, 
program needs, and policies. 

Moreover, the resolution will 
require an “Educational Equity Im¬ 
pact Statement” to accompany new 
significant policies and practices. 

“It proposes a number of 
ways of addressing the re-isola- 
tion of students,” said Sanchez, 
“and gives us a framework, com¬ 
plete with public input, to deal 
with future issues.” ▼

cal mistake, probably born of Mr. 
Britt’s anxiety. The arrogance 
comes when you are out of poli¬ 
tics for 10 years.” 

' Britt repeatedly refused re¬ 
quests for interviews for this story, 
but on Tuesday, January 15, issued 
a statement through his campaign 
that didn’t comment directly on 
the endorsment flap. 

“Unlike the special interests, 
big money, machine-backed cam¬ 
paign supporting Mark Leno, my 
campaign is a volunteer-driven 
populist effort focused on meeting 
voters and talking about our agen¬ 
da in Sacramento,” Britt stated. 

Some of those who are listed as 
endorsers on the Web Site told the 
B.A.R. that their names were used 
without permission or that they 
were endorsing another candidate. 

Harold Yee, of Asian.Inc.,.said 
that his name was used without 
permission. “I’ve been in and out 
of the hospital for six months. You 
know I was not asked to do so, but 
if Harry asks irie. I’ll certainly give 
it very serious consideration.” 

Tom Nolan, executive director 
of Project Open Hand, also said 
that his name was used without 
permission. “I have to be neutral,” 
he said. “I’m the director of Pro¬ 
ject Open Hand. We don’t need 
any controversy. This organiza¬ 
tion would never endorse any 
candidate for anything.” 

Wayne Justmann is the direc¬ 
tor of the Patients Resource Cen¬ 
ter and a medical marijuana ad¬ 
vocate. He said, “I have not signed 
anything allowing Mr. Britt to use 
my name in support of his cam¬ 
paign. I wasn’t aware that my 
name appears as a supporter. 
Mark [Leno] has worked tremen¬ 
dously well with medical 
cannabis. I’m supporting him.” 

Stephen Herman, who is an

administrator at City College of 
San Francisco and was a candidate 
for school board, said, “Candi¬ 
dates need to. be carefufit Unless 
they have a signature stating that 
they are endorsing a candidate, 
they should not use the name of a 
contributor as an endorser.” 

Jim Rivaldo is now a political 
consultant in San Francisco, but he 
started his career as a legislative aide 
to former Supervisor Harvey Milk. 
Britt was appointed to the board 
after Milk’s assassination in 1978. 

“I worked with Harry on his 
first campaigns. One of the things 
about him is that he doesn’t con¬ 
cern himself with a lot of the de¬ 
tails. I would be hesitant to call it 
devious,” Rivaldo said. 

At press time, Britt’s Web site 
had been updated and some names 
of mistaken endorsers had been re¬ 
moved. The date at the top of the 
endorsement section, however, in¬ 
dicates the site was last updated on 
October 15. When the B.A.R. 
printed out endorsements as they 
appeared on the site last week, Her¬ 
man, Justmann, Nolan, and Yee’s 
names were listed as endorsers. T

Gay cable channels could launch next year

P he race is officially on to 
launch the nation’s first 
cable channel dedicated 
solely to the gay, lesbian, bisexual, 
and transgender community. But 
questions abound on who will be 
the first to air “Gay TV” and what 
they will offer as queer program¬ 
ming. 

While media conglomerate Vi¬ 
acom appeared last week as the 
front-runner, with word leaking 
out that its cable networks Show¬ 
time and MTV had combined 
their efforts to develop a queer 
channel, the Washington, D.C.- 
based MDC Entertainment 
Group, begun by a trio of gay 
men, may actually be leading the 
race. 

MDC Entertainment is in cur¬ 
rent discussions with cable carri¬ 
ers and private investors with 
plans to launch the USA’s first ad- 
based digital gay TV channel by 
the first quarter of 2003. It has 
dubbed its channel ALT 1-TV. 

MTV and Showtime an¬ 
nounced their yet-to-be channel 
would be a hybrid of pay cable 
(costing $5-6 per month) and 
standard cable with advertising. 
Showtime and MTV have not an¬ 
nounced a launch date for Jhe 
channel. 

It is estimated that there are 
more than 16.5 million gay and 
lesbian people in the U.S. alone, 
and nearly double that number in 
supportive friends and family who 
also need relevant resources, in¬ 
formation, media, and services. 
Details on what either channel 
Will oiffi^t^ttfese VieWefs br if ad¬ 
vertisers will support such pro¬ 
gramming remain unclear. 

And reaction from the GLBT 
community to the news of a gay 
channel has been mixed. Some 
hail the channel as a breakthrough 
while others remain skeptical it 
will be worth tuning in to watch. 

After TV Guide and the New 
York Times last week both report¬ 
ed on Viacom’s talks to develop a 
gay channel, the company con¬ 
firmed the story Thursday, Janu¬ 
ary 10. 

“MTV Networks and Show¬ 
time have confirmed that, togeth¬ 
er, they are exploring a new net¬ 
work dedicated to programming 
for the gay and lesbian audience. 
The two companies are currently 
examining the potential and ex¬ 
ploring distribution models and 
prospects as well as programming 
elements,” said Joan Ziff of Show¬ 
time in a statement. “The combi¬ 
nation of MTV Networks and 
Showtime brings unique access to 


distribution, expertise in creating 
original programming, and a long 
track record of launching success¬ 
ful new niche television brands. 
We look forward to bringing a rel¬ 
evant and groundbreaking televi¬ 
sion experience to this under¬ 
served and important audience.” 

A week after TV Guide first re¬ 
ported on the possibility of a gay 
channel, MDC Entertainment 
Group disclosed its plans to 
launch a new television channel 
targeted to gay and lesbian view¬ 
ers. The company had planned to 
be the first to make its announce¬ 
ment but found itself trumped by 
the earlier news of Viacom’s ef¬ 
forts. 

“It may seem like a David ver¬ 
sus Goliath, but our strength lies 
in crossover appeal and the quali¬ 
ty of our programs. It in many 
ways proved our idea wasn’t as 
far-fetched,” David Mckillop, a 
partner in MDC and veteran pro¬ 
ducer, told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“Their model is a little bit differ¬ 
ent from ours. While they said 
they are going to launch a chan¬ 
nel, it goes back to the content.” 

According to MDC Entertain¬ 
ment, the company has been 
working with producers who have 
a long history of successful, 
unique programming. The part¬ 
ners said they feel the market tim¬ 
ing, audience maturity, and adver¬ 
tising support have reached a 
powerful crossroads that make it 
possible to launch a gay channel. 

“Quality programming com¬ 
bined with genuine crossover ap¬ 
peal is the key to attracting opera¬ 
tor interest and viewership in 
today’s crowded cable environ¬ 
ment,- said Midtael Airitlgton, a 
co-founder of the venture. 

The three principals. Airing- 
ton, Mckillop, and Chance 
Mitchell, are all openly gay and 
have been developing funding 
sources and creative content for 
the start-up project for the past 
year. Assisting coordination of 
ALTl-TV’s production and pro¬ 
gramming efforts will be Mitchell 
Galin, executive producer of 
Dune: The Mini-Series, and sever¬ 
al Stephen King projects including 
The Stand, an eight-hour minis¬ 
eries for which he earned an 
Emmy nomination. 

According to Mckillop, the 
channel will offer gay-oriented 
travel, news and information, talk 
shows, and some humor pro¬ 
grams. He said they are also look¬ 
ing to air gay films and documen¬ 
taries. 

“We would not carry on our 
channel Queer as Folk, something 
advertisers do not like,” he said. 
“The content would not scare off

potential advertisers. The content 
is being developed to be high 
quality, interesting content that is 
not pornographic.” 

Content the key 

Content will be key not only to 
drawing advertisers but also view¬ 
ers to either channel. Another 
challenge will be finding shows 
and programs relevant or of inter¬ 
est to the various segments of the 
gay community. 

“There is an enormous 
amount of opportunity out there 
in terms of diversity of program¬ 
ming and reaching different parts 
of the GLBT audience,” said Cathy 
Renna, news media director for 
the Gay and Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation. 

GLAAD Executive Director 
Joan M. Garry added, “Despite the 
progress we' have made in main¬ 
stream media representations, 
GLAAD recognizes that the di¬ 
verse gay and lesbian community 
is still underserved as an audi¬ 
ence.” 

Garry, who came to GLAAD 
after a seven-year tenure at Show¬ 
time and who was part of the 
management team that launched 
MTV in 1981, applauded her for¬ 
mer companies for their decision. 

“These are two networks with 
a long, rich history of ground¬ 
breaking and inclusive gay, les¬ 
bian, bisexual, and transgender 
programming,” she said. “I can’t 
think of two companies that are 
better positioned for success in 
this venture than MTV and Show¬ 
time.” 

But Queer Youth TV founder

and editor Bret Berg said he has 
doubts any gay channel will be 
able to cater to the varied interests 


of the GLBT community. 

“It is going to be really tough 
to satisfy all aspects of the queer 
market. I felt this would quickly 
turn into a gay men’s channel 
rather than a queer channel be¬ 
cause that is where the advertising 
dollars would be,” said Berg, who 
produces content for queer youth 
delivered over the Internet and on 
cable access channels. “There may 
be a lot of pissed off reaction from 
the lesbian and transgender com¬ 
munities.” 

And with MTV playing a part 
in developing a gay channel, Berg 
said he wonders if the program¬ 
ming will appeal to audiences over 
25 years of age. Echoing the com¬ 
ments of many GLBT people, 
Berg said recycling old programs 
with gay characters or airing gay 
films does not automatically guar¬ 
antee viewers. 

“A lot of queer cinema is terri¬ 
ble. It is the awful truth nobody 
wants to admit to,” he said. “With 
MTV’s track record over the past 
10 years, I will not be surprised if 
this network sucks.” T

Bush makes two 
recess appointments

resident George W. Bush on 
Friday, January 11 an¬ 
nounced recess appoint¬ 
ments of conservatives Otto J. 
Reich and Eugene Scalia to serve 
in his administration, sidestep¬ 
ping opposition from the Democ¬ 
ratically controlled Senate. 

Bush notified Congress earlier 
in the day of his intention to name 
Scalia to serve as solicitor for the 
U.S. Department of Labor, and 
Reich as the assistant secretary of 
state for Western Hemisphere Af¬ 
fairs. The White House publicly 
announced the appointments Fri¬ 
day. 

The White House had been 
frustrated when Congress ad¬ 
journed for the holidays at the end 
of December without confirming 
the president’s choices for the two 
posts. White House sources have 
described the situation as trou¬ 
bling for the administration’s pol¬ 
icy team and left open the possi¬ 
bility that Bush might exercise his 
authority to appoint the two men 
while Congress was away. 

Reich and Scalia, the son of 
Supreme Court Justice Antonin 
Scalia, will be able to serve in their 
posts until Congress adjourns at 
the end of the year. Reich, a con¬ 
servative Cuban American, served 
as assistant administrator of the

Agency for International Develop¬ 
ment during the Reagan adminis¬ 
tration, then as the first director of 
the State Department’s Office of 
Public Diplomacy for Latin Amer¬ 
ica and the Caribbean. While serv¬ 
ing in that post, Reich was accused 
of overseeing an illegal propagan¬ 
da movement aimed at toppling 
Nicaragua’s Sandinista govern¬ 
ment. He also served as the am¬ 
bassador to Venezuela. 

Senator Christopher Dodd (D- 
Connecticut), criticized the deci¬ 
sion to appoint Reich. “I regret the 
administration has made this de¬ 
cision, The appointee becomes a 
lame duck as soon as he takes the 
position and can only serve until 
the end of this Congress,” Dodd 
said in a news release. “There are 


many difficulties in the region and 
it is unfortunate that U.S. foreign 
policy in the region is being sacri¬ 
ficed for a narrow domestic polit¬ 
ical agenda.” 

Scalia becomes the Labor De¬ 
partment’s top attorney, a move 
that has raised the ire of the na¬ 
tion’s largest labor union. AFL- 
CIO President John J. Sweeney 
called Scalia’s appointment a “slap 
in the face of American workers” 
and one that “by all standard rules 
should not have happened.” 

“It has been clear since early 
fall that Eugene Scalia could not 
be confirmed by the Senate. The 
recess appointment today simply 
underscores the Bush administra¬ 
tion’s lockstep allegiance to the 
corporate agenda of blocking 
needed worker protections,” 
Sweeney said. 

Scalia had sharply opposed the 
ergonomic rules enacted by the 
Clinton administration, dismiss¬ 
ing them as “quackery” and “junk 
science.” 

Republicans had charged that 
Senate Democrats were purpose¬ 
ly holding up confirmations of 
both Reich and Scalia as political 
payback for the 2000 presidential 
election decision. Scalia served as 
special assistant to U.S. Attorney 
General William P. Barr in the 
early 1990s. He also served as 
speech writer to U.S. Education 
Secretary William J. Bennett from 
1985 to 1987. T

HOT 
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Ecstasy bill passes 
one state committee, 
fails in another

he Assembly Public Safety 

5' Committee on Tuesday, Jan¬ 
uary 15 passed a measure, 
AB1416, authored by Assembly¬ 
woman Lynne Leach (R-Walnut 
Creek),.which, if enacted, would 
classify ecstasy as a Schedule I nar¬ 
cotic under California law. 

Schedule I narcotics are those, 
such as heroin, which have no 
medical uses and have a high po¬ 
tential for abuse; “Ecstasy is a 
stimulant and hallucinogenic 
drug being actively marketed to 
young people through ‘rave’ par¬ 
ties and high school drug net¬ 
works,” said Leach. 

The Assembly committee re¬ 
moved a provision of the bill 
mandating a minimum 90-day jail 
term for being under the influence 
of ecstasy before passing it. 

An identical measure failed in 
the state Senate Public Safety 
Committee. Senator John Vascon- 
cellos (D-San Jose) led opposition 
in the Senate. 

Leach’s bill will advance to the 
Assembly Appropriations Com¬ 
mittee, chaired by Assembly¬ 
woman Carole Migden (D-San 
Francisco). Migden had not taken 
a position on the bill as of press 
time. 

It must clear the full Assembly 
by January 31 to pass on to the 


Senate, where the same Senate 
Public Safety Committee that re¬ 
jected its version of the bill by a 2- 
2 vote Tuesday would hear it. 

Ecstasy, or MDMA, is already 
classified as a Schedule I drug by 
the federal government. When 
local and state authorities prose¬ 
cute cases of ecstasy possession in 
California, they use the “analog” 
statutes which permit prosecution 
of drugs substantially similar in 
chemical structure or which have 
a similar effect as a Schedule I or 
Schedule II drug. 

“The reason we have an analog 
act is that we had huge prolifera¬ 
tion of designer drugs in the 
1980s,” said Julie Ruiz-Sierra of 
the Lindesmith Center Drug Poli¬ 
cy Foundation. “And so under¬ 
ground chemists would just tweak 
a known drug so that it was a mol¬ 
ecule or two off. Instead of having 
to go through the time and ex¬ 
pense of having to add each and 
every one, they just said - close 
enough. Analog is a catch-all for 
variations.” 

The U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Administration put ecstasy on its 
Schedule I list in 1986. When it 
did so, according to opponents of 
AB1416, it ignored the recom¬ 
mendation of the administrative 
law judge, Francis Young, who 
presided over the hearings. 
Young’s recommendation was that 1 
ecstasy belonged under Schedule 


III classification. 

Doctors use drugs in Schedule 
III for therapy. They are classified 
as having less potential for abuse, 
are acceptable for medical use and 
can be used with some appropri¬ 
ate safety standards. 

As a matter of comparison, 
methamphetamine (speed) and 
cocaine are both Schedule II 
drugs. That means they have some 
medical uses, but a high potential 
for abuse. 

“I haven’t met many people 
with ecstasy problems, but I’ve en¬ 
countered plenty with speed and 
cocaine problems,” said Ruiz-Sier- 
ra. “This bill seeks to classify ec¬ 
stasy as a more dangerous drug 
than sjjeed or cocaine.” 

Last November 2, the Food and 
Drug Administration approved a 
protocol for a Phase I clinical 
study on uses of ecstasy in treat¬ 
ing patients with post-traumatic 
stress disorder. 

Opponents of AB1416 say that 
it appears that the federal govern¬ 
ment is slowly reversing its policy 
on the medical uses of ecstasy and 
that California should follow that 
lead. 

“It would be a shame to further 
confuse the issue by putting it on 
our Schedule I,” said Ruiz-Sierra. 
“We don’t want to see them dupli¬ 
cate the federal error.”

t was fifth grade sex education 

class during the mid-1980s 

where I first learned about 
straight sex. It was day one of our 
seven-day special “sex ed” pro¬ 
gram. After all the slips had been 
signed by our parents - and our 
teacher made clear that only the 
reproductive function of sexuali¬ 
ty, not the pleasurable side, ^ 
would be discussed - my 
teacher told us about the 
“birds and the bees.” It 
was on day three that 
they showed us a video 
on AIDS. Our class 
was the first to 
receive informa¬ 
tion on the rela¬ 
tively new dis¬ 
ease. On day five, in a question 
and answer period, a student 
asked about how gay men have 
sex. It is then that I learned about 
the kind of sex that was the kind I 
wanted to have. 

For my generation of queer 
men, AIDS has been integral part 
of our sexuality from the very real¬ 
ization of that sexuality. We came 
out and came into a community 
where a great portion of a genera¬ 
tion of our peers had perished and 
perish still. Our newspapers are 
filled with articles about it, our 
movies and plays are preoccupied 
with it, and it is so common for the 
first response to young gay men 
when they come out to be, “you 
better have safe sex.” 

If our identity is made in part 
by our community’s history tihen 
AIDS is a part of us all, HIV-pos¬ 
itive and -negative alike. One 
would think that we would be a 
generation of activists but this, 
sadly, is not the case. 

Last year at the AIDS Candle¬ 
light Vigil I remember looking out 
into the crowd, searching to find 
young faces and seeing so few 
there. Unlike the candlelight vig¬ 
ils I attended for the September 11 
victims or the anti-war protests 
that followed, the AIDS vigil 
seemed overwhelmingly lacking 
in youth. 

Young people are commonly 
leaders in the areas of activism. 
Sadly enough, however, AIDS ac¬ 


tivism seems to be lacking in 
youth. 

This disease is clearly not iso¬ 
lated to older people. Young peo¬ 
ple are still contracting the virus 
at alarming high rates. Study after 
study has shown this. Perhaps it is 
the foct that many young people 
who contract HIV don’t know 
that they have, and often HIV 
does not develop into AIDS until 
they are beyond youth. 

Some youth might be under 
the wrong impression that 
AIDS is not something that 
affects us. Part of the rea¬ 
soning could even be that 
we have grown up in a 
world where AIDS 
is so very preva¬ 
lent. Perhaps 
young people 
have become de¬ 
sensitized. 

Truly I am unsure what the real 
cause is. But the fact is that AIDS 
is still here and still predominant¬ 
ly queer. Studies show that in San 
Francisco roughly 80 percent of 
new HIV cases occur in men who 
have sex with men. 

Queer youth, positive and neg¬ 
ative alike, have a responsibility to 
do something about it. 

What is perhaps most frighten¬ 
ing is that without youth active in 
AIDS work, the ideas of youth will 
not be heard. The problems of 
young people who are positive will 
not be considered. Prevention 
strategies will be based on ideas 
that are not our own and therefore 
will be unsuccessful. As young 
people we have our own experi¬ 
ences and culture, one that is 
markedly different than the gener¬ 
ation before us. Perhaps this lack 
of voice within AIDS activism is in 
part the reason why the disease is 
spreading so swiftly among us. It is 
therefore equally important that 
adults involved with AIDS educa¬ 
tion and activism listen and give 
value to those opinions and expe¬ 
riences of young queer men. 

The lack of youth activism is in 
no part due to a lack of programs 
with which young people can get 
involved. There are many wonder¬ 
ful ways for young people to get 
involved with AIDS activism. Bay 
Area Young Positives is a service 
providing peer-based support for 


HIV individuals 26 and under. 
You can contact BAY Positives at 
(415) 487-1616. LBGTQQ youth 
23 and under can also get involved 
in lyric’s peer health educator 
program. The program works to 
help queer youth develop health 
workshops for other youth. Inter¬ 
ested individuals should contact 
Joe Ereneta at Joe@Lyric.org. The 
Stop AIDS Project runs an AIDS 
education program called Q Ac¬ 
tion for youth 26 and under. For 
information on this call (415) 
575-0164. 

One of the best ways to get in¬ 
volved with AIDS action is simply 
to pick among the many AIDS or¬ 
ganizations in the city and begin 
volunteering. No matter what 
your interests, from helping to 
take care of pets to staffing a 
phone hotline, there most likely is 
an AIDS organization that is per¬ 
fect for you. A great way to find 
out about volunteering for these 
organizations is to go to the Coali¬ 
tion of AIDS Volunteer Managers 
Web site at www.cavm- 
bayarea.org. 

As rates of HIV infection 
amongst queer youth climb, now 
is the time for resurgence in AIDS 
activism within the same group. 
Now is the time to act. T

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U.S. surgeon general to leave post

1 .S. Surgeon General David 

^ f-;. Satcher announced Tues- 
day, January 15 that he 
would step down as the nation’s 
top doctor next month and be¬ 
come the first director of the Na¬ 
tional Center of Primary Care at 
Morehouse School of Medicine in 
Atlanta. 

“The opportunity to return to 
Atlanta, and especially to More¬ 
house School of Medicine, and 
continue to work as a public 
health leader was one I couldn’t 
resist,” said Satcher. 

Satcher, a Clinton administra¬ 
tion appointee, will take the helm 
of the policy and research institu¬ 
tion at the predominantly black, 
all-male school as he leaves in 
February the post he has occupied 
for four years. He has been the na¬ 
tion’s 16th surgeon general. After 
his departure he will also work as 
a visiting senior fellow with the 
Henry J. Kaiser Family Founda¬ 
tion and work on his memoirs. 

U.S. Department of Health and 
Human Services Secretary 
Tommy B. Thompson called 
Satcher “a tireless advocate for 
preventing disease and promoting 
better health.” 

“His efforts to deal with a wide 
range of important health prob¬ 
lems, especially disparities in 
health among various popula¬ 
tions, have a tremendous impact 
on the health and well-being of 
our nation,” Thompson said in a 
statement Tuesday. 

It is unclear who President 
George W. Bush will tap to replace 
Satcher, though it is expected to be 
a physician who supports the ad-

ministration’s anti-abortion views. 
Speculation has surfaced that Bush 
may be seeking a physician with 
experience in bioterrorism. 

Expertise in chemical and bio¬ 
logical terrorism became impor¬ 
tant to the administration after 
anthrax-tainted letters were sent 
to government officials and news 
organizations, and contaminated 
post offices around the country, 
killing five people, including two 
postal workers. 

Satcher will work alongside Dr. 
Louis Sullivan, president of the 
Morehouse School of Medicine 
and former Health and Human 
Services secretary in the first Bush 
administration. 

“We wanted him to once again 
become a part of our institution’s 
culture of excellence,” Sullivan said. 

Satcher returns to Atlanta 
where he had served as director of 
the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention, one of the gov¬ 
ernment’s medical facilities. Be¬ 
fore joining the administration, he 


was president of Meharry Medical 
College in Nashville, Tennessee. 

Like his predecessors C. Everett 
Koop and Joycelyn Elders, Satch¬ 
er drew fire for his views on sexu¬ 
ality. He drew fire from the Bush 
White House and Republican 
conservatives last year after he re¬ 
leased a report saying that no evi¬ 
dence existed supporting the ef¬ 
fectiveness of abstinence-only 
programs. The White House 
quickly distanced itself from 
Satcher saying those statements 
had come from a surgeon general 
it did not appoint. 

Most recently Satcher issued a 
“call to action,” saying some 
300,000 deaths a year are related 
to obesity, and calling for the re¬ 
moval of fast-food from schools. 

Satcher also spent his term fo¬ 
cusing on suicide, mental health, 
and racial disparities in health 
care. He also drew attention to 
smoking prevention as the Clin¬ 
ton administration took aim at to¬ 
bacco companies in federal court. 
The surgeon general had said he 
wanted to work to restrict ciga¬ 
rette advertising directed toward 
children around the world. 

During a World Health Orga¬ 
nization conference in October 
2000, Satcher pointed out that 
smoking-related deaths globally 
would rise to 10 million per year 
by the year 2030, with 7 million 
occurring in developing countries. 

Satcher had also supported 
needle exchange programs to re¬ 
duce the spread of the HIV virus 
and AIDS infection, calling the 
lack of support in Congress for 
the concept a “repudiation of sci¬ 
ence,” much of which has been 
studies performed by federal re¬ 
searchers showing the idea effec¬ 
tive. yt

the Avon 3-day breast cancer 
walks. 

“When they received a bill for 
delinquent tax filing, all their ben¬ 
eficiaries were billed for that. 
When they were thinking of de¬ 
veloping a new event, the pur¬ 
chase of domain names for that 
[still non-existent] event was 
billed out to all beneficiaries. 
There are a number of bills for 
travel and accommodation that 
certainly don’t have any connec¬ 
tion to California AIDS Ride; for 
instance one bill for a trip to 
Chicago is listed as ‘Book Tour.’” 

Dan Pallotta’s book. When Your 
Moment Comes: A Guide to Achiev¬ 
ing Your Dreams by a Man Who 
Has Led Thousands to Greatness, 
was released in September 2001. 

The cross-promotion didn’t 
end there, according to many Cal¬ 
ifornia AIDS Ride participants. 

“Last year’s ride was bizarre,” 
Mark Dunlop, a city redevelop¬ 
ment commissioner and cyclist 
with the Positive Peddlers, told the 
B.A.R. 

“For me and other people with 
AIDS, the ride was always about 
AIDS. But it turned into some 
weird self-empowerment trip, 
with all this heavy cross-selling 
that wasn’t even subtle.” 

Even the advertisements for 
Pallotta events not only promote 
other Pallotta events, bul they pro¬ 
mote Dan Pallotta - from his high 
school days in the debate club to 
his later issues with self-esteem. 

When it became apparent, ac¬ 
cording to SFAF and the center, 
that AIDS Ride had not only 
missed its financial mark but lost 
its spirit as well, the organizations 
broke away and decided to host 


their own ride. 

The cycle continues 

Throughout the lawsuit, orga¬ 
nizers never stopped planning 
AIDS/LifeCycle. But some would- 
be riders had doubts about 
whether the event would be al¬ 
lowed to proceed. Suarez said he 
hopes those people will now reg¬ 
ister. Dunlop, for one, said that 
LifeCycle can count him in. 

“I’m sort of excited about it. 
I’m assuming it will be a lot more 
bare-bones but we’ll be getting 
back to both the message and 
funding,” said Dunlop. 

Aside from a lack of Pallotta 
advertisements, Suarez empha¬ 
sized, there will be nothing bare- 
bones about the event. 

“There has been some confu¬ 
sion, where people seem to think 


they will be on their own,” said 
Suarez. 

AIDS/LifeCycle, say organizers, 
is “a fully supported and safe 
event, with experienced logistical 
support, food, tents, showers and 
route support, trainitig and fund¬ 
raising support, and the highest 
priority placed on the needs of 
people with HIV/AIDS.” 

One difference at this event, 
noted Suarez, is that the money 
raised “won’t be used to pay for 
concrete barriers in Chicago or 
delinquent taxes in Philadelphia.” T

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Women's football springs into action. 
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Supes move toward 
repealing obscure laws

.r t is now specifically illegal in 
San Francisco to throw banana 
peels, beat carpets on side¬ 
walks, spit on streetcar floors and 
wear hats in theaters. It’s also 
against the law to swim naked in 
the bay, but like most of these 
statutes, it’s also not a very com¬ 
mon thing to get arrested for. 

San Francisco Supervisor Mark 
Leno has written, and a commit¬ 
tee of the Board of Supervisors 
passed on Tuesday, January 15, an 
ordinance that would repeal more 
than 50 old and obscure sections 
of San Francisco’s police code. 

Some of these provisions are 
merely amusing, some are more 
serious and would today be judged 
unconstitutional. But all are reflec¬ 
tions of the times in which they 
were written - when city govern¬ 
ment felt it could legislate morali¬ 
ty and sexual practices and solve 
the simple problems of the city 
with the stroke of a pen. 

The most serious of these code 
sections provided police with 
tools to harass and arrest gay peo¬ 
ple and abridge the constitutional 
rights of San Franciscans. One of 
the provisions Leno wants to 
eliminate makes it illegal for “sex¬ 
ual perverts of any type” to loiter 
in a place of business. The code 
section then goes on to define a 
“pervert” as anyone who engages 
in gay sex. 

“Our laws should reflect the 
society in which we live. If we ex¬ 
pect people to obey the laws we 
have, we should make them possi¬ 
ble to obey. These codes are either 
anachronistic, duplicative of state 
law, or unconstitutional,” Leno 
said at the hearing. 

Some of the codes address spe¬ 
cific problems of specific moments 
in San Francisco history and so 
provide a glimpse into the past. 

One of them prohibits gam¬ 
bling on Ocean Beach. 

At the turn of the century the 
wild western part of the city was

numbers to verify what a lot of us 
already know; a lot of people are 
doing a lot of drugs,” said Michael 
Siever, executive director of the 
Stonewall Project, a substance 
abuse program.

advocacy and research group that 
advocates public health-based al¬ 
ternatives to the drug war.

“California code doesn’t have 
to conform,” said Ruiz-Sierra.

nothing but sand dunes, and the 
railway companies used the beach 
as a dumping ground for worn- 
out streetcars. These hulks provid¬ 
ed a relatively comfortable haven 
for gamblers. So much so, that an 
enterprising businessman institu¬ 
tionalized the idea and built what 
became known as a notorious 
roadhouse called “Taifs at the 
Beach” on top of a sand hill. Tait’s, 
and the streetcars, were bulldozed 
out of existence before World War 
I, but their legacy will live on in 
the police code until the supervi¬ 
sors pass Leno’s measure. 

“I can’t remember an occasion 
where we’ve used any of these 
things,” said Sergeant William 
Coggan of the SFPD. Coggan 
along with Leno, his aide Nathan 
Purkiss, and Dorji Roberts, a 
deputy city attorney, wrote the bill. 

And then there’s the hat thing. 
The police code now, for the mo¬ 
ment at least, prohibits wearing 
hats in theaters. This one was au¬ 
thored by a Dr. Tulio Rotanzi. He 
was a doctor in the city. He was a 
theater enthusiast. And he was 
short in stature. 

Women’s hats at the turn of the 
last century, grew larger and larg¬ 
er as fashion evolved. A few feath¬ 
ers metamorphosed into bouquets 
of plumes. Rotanzi had apparent¬ 
ly spent many evenings sitting be¬ 
hind one or several ladies wearing 
such hats, craning his neck, not 
able to see the show except 
through a spray of ostrich feath¬ 
ers. 

So he ran for supervisor. He 
got elected, and he wrote his law; 
“No person shall wear any hat or 
bonnet or other head covering 
within any licensed theater, nick¬ 
elodeon, moving picture show... ” 

And then he resigned. He was 
done. He returned to his medical 
practice, going to shows, and, one 
can imagine, tapping the woman 
in front' of him politely on the 
shoulder and murmuring, 
“Madame, you are in violation of 
Section 764 of the San Francisco 
Police Code, kindly remove ...” T 


treatment. “It is something that 
doesn’t get talked about and 
something people don’t necessar¬ 
ily admit to their friends. There is 
a lot of stigma attached to inject¬ 
ing drugs.” 

For John Newmeyer, an epi¬ 
demiologist with the Haight Ash¬ 
bury Free Clinic and member of 
the HPPC, the number of men 
using speed, whether injected or 
not, is troubling. While he cau¬ 
tioned the numbers may not be 
representative of the entire gay 
population, Newmeyer said there 
appears to be a big population who 
is at high risk according to the data. 

“I was astounded at how high 
the population rate of admitted IV 
drug use is,” he said. “This, at least 
in terms of risk taking, seems to be 
an extraordinary population that 
needs to be worked with. More 
and more of our programs should 
be late-night outreach.” T

Noel and Knoller 
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the couple “blurred the bound¬ 
aries” between humans and dogs. 
He cited Knoller’s statements that 
her dog Bane was sniffing at 
Whipple’s crotch just before the 
attack and may have instigated the 
mauling after being sexually 
aroused by her. Hammer argued 
that any sexual conduct between 
the couple and the dogs would 
therefore be relevant since by 
Knoller’s account, a sexual attrac¬ 
tion may have sparked the attack. 

Hammer’s arguments enraged 
Knoller’s attorney, Nedra Ruiz. 
She called Hammer’s remarks 
“specious filth.” Ruiz said Ham¬ 
mer was basing his implication of 
bestiality on an incident when 
Bane came into the couple’s bed¬ 
room while they were having sex. 
Ruiz said the couple immediately 
put the dog out of the room. 

Hammer angrily called Ruiz’s 
counterargument “a falsehood.” 
He suggested that if the conduct 
with Bane and the couple was so 
innocuous, then the evidence 
should be unsealed. 

“Let the truth out,” Hammer 
said, telling Warren that Ruiz was 
opening the record “in a false 
light.” 

Warren declined Hammer’s 
challenge to release information 
about the incident but he admon¬ 
ished Ruiz to not discuss in open 
court information that is under 
court-ordered seal. 

Hammer also said that 
Knoller’s relationship with 
Schneider “was more than a 
friendship, it was intimate.” Ham¬ 
mer argued that since Schneider is 
being called as a witness in the 
case, his relationship to Knoller is 
relevant because it speaks to 
Schneider’s bias. . 

Ruiz countered by saying that 
there “was no sex in the touchy- 
feely sense that word invokes.” 

Ruiz, well-known for her 
demonstrative courtroom style, 
did not disappoint. She shouted, 
flailed her arms, and even 
stomped her feet during some of 
her more impassioned arguments. 
When Hammer referred to one of 
the couple’s dogs “mugging a 
blind woman,” Ruiz interrupted

shouting: “Your honor, that is a 
lie.” She apologized for the out¬ 
burst. 

In a victory for the defense, 
Warren called the couple’s adop¬ 
tion of Schneider “irrelevant” to 
the case against them. 

In another win for the defense, 
Warren said witnesses would not 
be allowed to testify about their 
state of mind when they encoun¬ 
tered the couple’s dogs unless they 
communicated that state of mind 
to them at the time of the en¬ 
counter. The defense had said they 
were concerned that anybody 
could come forward to say that 
they had been terrified of the dogs. 

The hearing was attended by 
Whipple’s partner, Sharon Smith, 
and a handful of supporters in¬ 
cluding Kate Kendell, the execu¬ 
tive director of the National Cen¬ 
ter for Lesbian Rights. Kendell is 
also one of the attorneys repre¬ 
senting Smith in her civil wrong¬ 
ful death suit against Noel and 
Knoller. 

Smith told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that she plans to attend parts 
of the trial if she's not barred be¬ 
cause she’s a witness. Outside court 
on Tuesday, she told reporters that 
it’s a difficult time of year. 

“It’s been tough,” she said. “I 
haven’t been here for a couple of 
months and seeing [Noel and 
Knoller] and January, her birth¬ 
day, the anniversary [of the at¬ 
tack]; it’s been tough.” 

Smith said she planned to 
mark the anniversary by attending 


a candlelight march set for 5-7 
p.m January 26 in the Castro. 

Noel and Knoller’s trial is 
scheduled to start in downtown 
Los Angeles on Thursday, January 
24, just two days before the an¬ 
niversary of Whipple’s death. It 
will be held in the same court¬ 
house that hosted the OJ Simpson 
trial. Prosecutors said that jury se¬ 
lection could take anywhere from 
one to three weeks, so opening 
statements likely won’t happen 
until sometime in February. 

The prosecution has named 
129 witnesses and the defense is 
expected to call as many as 60 wit¬ 
nesses. San Francisco District At¬ 
torney Terence Hallinan said that 
his department has allocated a 
“bare bones” budget of $275,000 
for the trial. Hallinan said the pro¬ 
hibitive cost was one of the rea¬ 
sons his department had argued 
so vigorously against trying the 
couple separately. 

Noel and Knoller have been in 
jail since they were arrested last 
March. They will soon be moved 
from the San Francisco County 
Jail to a jail near the Los Angeles 
courthouse. 

Knoller, 46, was with her two 
dogs during the hallway attack on 
Whipple, her neighbor. She faces 
second-degree murder as her 
most serious charge. Noel, 60, is 
being charged with involuntary 
manslaughter. Each is also 
charged with keeping a mischie¬ 
vous animal that killed a human 
being. T

The survey found that departments with flexible work-life policies cited this as a strength that also helped 
with job retention and recruitment, and most viewed the benefits of these practices as far outweighing the 
concerns.

•92%- improve moral and support work and family issues 

•65% -improve customer service and reduce unscheduled absences 

•59% -reduce employee turnover 

•50% -enhance recruitment 

•47% -reduced sick leave 

•45% -improved performance 

The impetus for the survey is the Convention on the Elimination of all Forms of Discrimination 
(CEDAW), a local ordinance implemented in San Francisco in 1998. San Francisco was the first U.S. 
city to adopt the ordinance, which redefines bias and discrimination from a human rights approach. A 
recurrent issue in CEDAWfs local implementation has been the need for both men and women to 
consistently balance the demands of work and life. 

“This is a positive step forward in analyzing how work-life options are imporunt tools for benefiting the 
City, its employees, and the citizens of San Francisco," said Department on the Status of Women 
Interim Director Rosario Navarrette. “Viewing work-life options from this approach helps both 
employers and employees maximize their time and productivity.”

A Shiny New Bike Trip. 

May 13-19, 2002 


AIDS/LifeCycle7^ is open for registration and free of legal uncertainty! This week, the Los Angeles Superior Court 
ruled in favor of AIDS/LifeCycle, the HIV/AIDS fundraising event being co-produced by the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation and the L.A. Gay & Lesbian Center. The court rejected the attempt by PallottaTeamWorks, a for-profit 
production company that produces the California AIDS Ride, to stop AIDS/LifeCycle. While we are reluctant 
to spend much time on what is now, fortunately, in the past, misinformation about what led up to the lawsuit needs 
some correction. 

Our decision to end our relationship with PallottaTeamWorks and to create AIDS/LifeCycle was not made lightly 
It was the result of many months of negotiations during which we attempted to assure that future events could not 
be a repeat of California AIDS Ride 8. That event was characterized by large unapproved cost-overruns, intense 
promotion of PallottaTeamWorks and a general shift of focus which put our primary concern - HIV and AIDS - 
on the back burner. The cost of fundraising increased over two years from below 35 cents of each dollar raised to 
nearly 50 cents of every dollar raised. In the past year alone, this cost increase represented a loss of nearly $i million 
that should have gone to HIV and AIDS services. 

We negotiated in good faith with PallottaTeamWorks over many months to correct these problems, however they 
were unwilling to accept reasonable cost control provisions that we believed were necessary to assure a successful 
event in 2002. Unable to reach agreement, we chose not to continue our relationship and instead launched 
AIDS/LifeCycle. In response, PallottaTeamWorks filed its lawsuit to stop our event, a legal maneuver that has 
failed. Additional information on this history is available on our website at www.sfaf.org. 

We now turn our attention to the future. We are thrilled to be moving forward with AIDS/LifeCycle. We are 
deeply grateful for the tremendous outpouring of support from riders, donors, volunteers and other community 
members. To those of you who have already signed up for AIDS/LifeCycle, your confidence and commitment are 
greatly appreciated. Due to your support our current registrations are right on track with our projections. 

And to those of you who have been waiting for the court ruling before making a decision to join AIDS/LifeCycle, 
weihope the news of our legal victory will energize you to join the excitement of this new event. 

Since October, planning for AIDS/LifeCycle has moved forward to ensure an event that will inspire and challenge 
every participant - both physically and emotionally. AIDS/LifeCycle will be a fully supported event with hot 
showers, healthy meals, tents, and, yes, participation in an inspiring community of caring people cycling together 
for a week down the beautiful state of California - all on behalf of the same cause - an end to AIDS.

E arly in Lantana, a very adult psy¬ 
chological thriller from Australia, 
Patrick, a youngish gay man, gets 
a nasty lecture from his shrink, Va¬ 
lerie (Barbara Hershey). She’s upset 
with him because he’s seeing a mar¬ 
ried man. Sitting across from me in a 
fancy suite at the Prescott Hotel, a 
very radiant Barbara Hershey stresses 
that her character is not homopho¬ 
bic— rather, she’s upset at what be¬ 
comes a core issue in Lantana, a be¬ 
trayal of trust. 

“That disturbs her, the betrayal. It 
isn’t that the guy is gay, that doesn’t 
upset her at all.

Several 
of her female clients seek reassurance 
from Valerie about the viability of their 
marriages, entirely ignorant of just 
how precarious hers has become, both 
in her eyes and that of her husband 
(Geoffrey Rush). When Valerie sud¬

San Francisco has been the 
lucky witness as von Stade created 
the oversexed, less-than-ethical 
Mme. de Merteuil in Conrad 
Susa’s The Dangerous Liaisons and 
the pathetic Mrs. De Rocher in 
Jake Heggie’s Dead Man Walking. 
If they gave Oscars for opera, 
these were Academy Award per¬ 
formances, as raw and truthful as 
they were exquisitely sung. Both 
roles were gifts to Flicka from 
Lotfi Mansouri, then General Di¬ 
rector of the San Francisco Opera. 

When someone has presented 
you with a pair of sparkling dia¬ 
monds, you have to forgive him if 
he slips a lump of coal in your 
shoe. Actually, I have to forgive 
him, for von Stade seems to be 
having the time of her life as Anna 
Glawari in Mansouri’s beached 
whale of a Merry Widow, revived 
last week with three new singers 
in leading roles. Isabel Bayrakdar- 
ian is a little hard-edged as Valen- 
cienne, but von Stade and her new 


and Christopher Flassall’s jejune 
lyrics. It still exhibits those 
lengthy, egregious musical inter¬ 
polations to one of the most ex¬ 
quisite operetta scores ever writ¬ 
ten: the ballet in Act III, where 
none exists; the aria for Njegus 
that Elijah Chester allegedly sings 
(I couldn’t hear him half the 
time); the transformation of Va- 
lencienne’s deliciously naughty 
“grisette” number into a coarse,

been problematical recently, was 
in good shape, allowing her (even 
though the arias are taken down a 
step) to float a convincing high 
note at the end of the “Viljalied” 
which did not compromise a 
magical musical performance up 
to that point. 

Best of all, she and Gilfry had 
chemistry up the wazoo. The 
Merry Widow, however much 
Mansouri and gang think it is a 
negligible romp in which the com¬ 
poser comes in dead last, is really 
one of the most beautiful roman¬ 
tic scores ever written for the 
stage.

shouting them forcefully as his 
predecessor did. He even employs 
a few very'effective falsetto notes. 
If American musical comedy were 
still a great art instead of an am¬ 
plified mess, Gilfry would be the 
finest Curly or Billy Bigelow who 
ever lived. As it is, he’s a hell of a 
sexy Danilo, and von Stade’s ea¬ 
gerness to get him to declare him¬ 
self was surely seconded by every¬ 
one in the audience. When they 
are canoodling, this Merry Widow 
could almost be taken for what it 
should be, Franz L^har’s master¬ 
ful Die lustige Witwe. ▼

I t’s a risky business, putting part 
of the audience on stage at 
Copenhagen. Theatergoers 
seated in the main auditorium are 
watching both the play and a small 
group of people who are also 
watching the play. It’s risky be¬ 
cause a dozing or restless specta¬ 
tor is clearly visible to most of the 
audience, and if all the onstage 
seats are not filled after intermis¬ 
sion, that too is glaringly obvious. 

And it’s riskier still because 
this observed congregation is 
dealing with, as are the (unseen) 
rest of us, the demanding universe 
conjured by playwright Michael 
Frayn. Best known for the back- 
stage farce Noises Off, Frayn is 
now providing an intimate, part- 
ly-true, partly-conjectured look at 
how the atomic bomb came to be 
built first by the Americans, rather 
than the German Nazis. 

Unlike the mathematically- 
themed Proof, which preceded 
Copenhagen into the Curran The¬ 
atre, Frayn’s play doesn’t shy away 
from invoking the language, the¬ 
ories, and details of the science of 
physics. You’ll get know about, 
and maybe even understand, the 
differences between uranium 235 
and uranium 238, though you 
may need to consult the Playbill 
insert to grasp some of the other 
concepts bandied about by a pair 
of physicists representing the two 
sides in the atomic race. 

Niels Bohr, a Dane, and the 


younger Werner Heisenberg, a 
German, were said to be like fa¬ 
ther and son in the 1920s as they 
pushed the limits of known 
physics. But World War II and the 
German occupation of Denmark 
not surprisingly soured that rela¬ 
tionship. Such was the renown of 
these two men in the science 
world that after Heisenberg trav¬ 
eled to Copenhagen in 1941 to 
visit Bohr and his wife, specula¬ 
tion swirled for decades over its 
mysterious purpose. 

Still, for most of us, it is an ar¬ 
cane world that Frayn has entered 
as he offers his scenario on this 
meeting, replayed by the characters 
from a kind of limbo after their 
death. While it’s unlikely that many 
theatergoers would attack a friend 
for not accepting the concept of 
complimentarity, Frayn’s characters 
are passionate about such issues. 

For an audience, that can be 
more intriguing than involving. 
But ultimately these debates lead to 
flashes of humanity as these two 
men look back on what might have 
been (an atomic bomb dropped on 
London) and what did happen 
(Hiroshima). The quest for knowl¬ 
edge, once viewed as an absolute 
for scientists like Bohr and Heisen¬ 
berg, is now seen as having enor¬ 
mous moral consequences. 

Director Michael Blakemore, 
recreating his London and Broad¬ 
way staging for the tour, has placed 
the three characters on a stage bare 
except for three chairs. Peter ]. 
Davison’s set primarily consists of 
wood-paneled tiers in which the 


on-stage audience peers down on 
the actors as if part of a tribunal. 

It’s an austere approach, but ap¬ 
propriate to materid that still pro¬ 
vides opportunities for the three 
performers to erupt with emotion. 
Len Cariou, Broadway’s original 
Sweeney Todd, is a commanding 
presence as Niels Bohr, if some¬ 
times given to out-sized reactions.

the voicings, though distinctly his, 
are clearly in the Ellington mode.

tionship has extended over sever¬ 
al projects. Shelby’s music defines 
and supports a gifted cast of 
young characters/actors — Rose 
(Lara Bruckmann), Lillian (Areta 
Wong) and Fredric (Matthew 
Chavez) — struggling to find 
themselves in an unnamed me¬ 
tropolis obviously modeled on 
New York, who suffer from the 
peculiar American malady (yes, 
we think it’s a national trait) of 
not being able to express their 
deeper feelings. In a culture where 
everyone strikes a pose to survive 
(and sees their shrink), you can 
hardly blame them. 

Verve ball 

The expressive content of the 
piece thus naturally falls to Shel¬ 
by, whose music says what the 
characters can’t, or clumsily hint 
at. His score can take center stage 
or add a quiet, though not quite 
neutral atmosphere, and he’s mas¬ 
tered both kinds of communica¬ 
tion. Act I, which Hendrickson’s 
actors deliver as a sort of frantic 
foxtrot, is followed by the slow 
waltz of Act 11. Shelby’s expert 15- 
piece band of brass, reeds, drums, 
piano, and bass, who have record¬ 
ed the work on the composer’s 
Noir Records, play it here with 
verve.

; rban angst is a big cliche,

New 
York-born Howard Korder cer¬ 
tainly does. His The Lights, first 
produced at Lincoln Center’s 
Mitzi Newhouse Theater in 1993 
and now playing at ODC Theater, 
is a deft, energetic work with a 
certain gritty charm (there’s more 
swearing than in a Michael Mann 
film.) The dialogue is snappy and 
rings true, and Korder, who start¬ 


ed out as an actor, clearly knows 
what works on stage. But he does¬ 
n’t seem capable, at least here, of 
invigorating the old, universal 
themes of love, loneliness, and 
our all-too-human search for 
connection and transcendence. 
Nothing seems unbearably fresh 
or downright shocking. 

Maybe it’s Korder’s youth (he’s 
44) or the easy solutions he found 
when working on the TV sitcom 
Kate and Allie in the mid-’80s 
which give The Lights its mostly 
facile charm. But director Val 
Hendrickson has clearly found an 
inspired ally in composer-bassist- 
bandleader Marcus Shelby, whose 
orchestra plays onstage through¬ 
out and is fully integrated into the 
theatrical context. And it certain¬ 
ly helps that their working rela- 


Quirky lady 

Jazz baby Patricia 
Barber at Yoshi's

A fter her bass and guitar play¬ 
er step onto the stage, Patri¬ 
cia Barber emerges from be¬ 
hind Yoshi’s red velvet curtain in 
her trademark black slacks, black 
shirt, and black sport coat. She 
nods to the audience, then 
crouches over the piano and 
launches into her opening num¬ 
ber, “The Moon,” reaching occa¬ 
sionally for a sip from a brandy 
snifter or a slug of bottled water. 
A few moments later, she mimes 
toward a ringside table and suc¬ 
ceeds in retrieving a cocktail nap¬ 
kin from an audience member in 
order to blow her nose. 

With her second number, a 
Thelonious Monk instrumental. 
Barber reaches over her sheet 
music and into the top of her 
Steinway concert grand piano to 
pluck the strings of the piano with 
her left hand while tickling the 
ivories with her right. And her 
third number, “Bumper to 
Bumper,” grooves into a Latin 
beat with Barber providing lyrical 
scatting that makes her sound like 
a cross between Ella Fitzgerald 
and The Cocteau Twins. This is 
not your average jazz baby. 

It’s difficult to categorize the 
work of Patricia Barber, and that 
is one of her great strengths as a 
performing artist. This Chicago 
native recalls many other artists, 
including, at times, Keith Jarrett, 
Diana Krall, and Joni •Mitchell. 
The latter is most present in Bar¬ 
ber’s sixth number, “The Fire,” an 
ode to an unhappily married 
woman pretending to be the per¬ 
fect wife. Yet Barber remains a 
true original. This, however, is not 
enough to ensure popular success. 

Her opening set last week at 
Yoshi’s was similar in content and 
style to the engagement she 
played two months ago at San 
Francisco’s Noe Valley Ministry. 
But these live performances, and 
her most recent CD, Nightclub, do 
not represent Barber’s strongest 
work (which can be found on her 
1998 release. Modern Cool). She is 
detached and cerebral in her per¬ 
formance style, uncompromising 
and more than a little inaccessible. 
These qualities may enhance her

artistic integrity, but they are not 
going to endear her to an audi¬ 
ence. There is someone out there, 
and judging from the applause 
meter on opening night (there 
was no encore), the audience 
wants to hear more songs like 
Barber’s “Post Modern Blues,” and 
fewer pieces like Chick Corea’s in¬ 
strumental “Return to Forever.” 

Out in jazz 

It is worth noting that Patricia 
Barber is an “out” lesbian, work¬ 
ing in a musical genre that has 
kept the contributions of gay and 
lesbian performers in the closet. 
It’s difficult to understand why 
jazz has been such an off-limits 
area for homosexuals. Is it be¬ 
cause jazz musicians are so hip 
that they wouldn’t bother to dis¬ 
cuss something as musically in¬ 
significant as sexual orientation? 
Or is it because homophobia is so 
rampant among jazz fans that 
performers fear coming out of the 
closet? This is a phenomenon that 
deserves further exploration. 

Although Barber’s current 
work is not as user-friendly as one 
might hope, she is an extremely 
talented musician, still in the early 
years of her career. Barber is 
someone to watch. And as for 
Yoshi’s, it is simply one of the best 
venues in the Bay Area to hear any 
live performer — well worth the 
brief trip across the Bay to Oak¬ 
land’s Jack London Square. T 
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Pioneers of movement 

Anna Haipnn, Eiko & Koma^ Krissy Keefer to perform this weekend

here is something about Left 
Coast women, at least in the 
dance field. Far away from 
the insular scene in New York City, 
these choreographers can create, 
over many years, work that is 
groundbreaking and totally 
unique, whether it has a feminist 
slant or not. Density and darkness 
prevail in much of the contempo¬ 
rary work back East, and the 
dancers are often technically su¬ 
perb in a cookie-cutter kind of 
way. In San Francisco, however, the 
best work and the people who 
dance it are wild and disparate in 
style, not easy to label or even 
sometimes to take on the road. 
Two of these pioneers, Anna Hal- 
prin and Krissy Keefer, offer exam¬ 
ples of this great idiosyncrasy at 
local venues starting this weekend. 

Krissy Keefer says her Republi¬ 
can relatives back East would be 
horrified by her latest piece. Cave- 
women 2000, a site-specific work 
that moves the audience from the 
street and through different rooms 
at Dance Mission studios, where a 
variety of environments have been 
created with lighting, scenic de¬ 
sign, music and movement. The¬ 
matically, the piece touches on 
everything from the historical yo- 
ginis of India and Tibet, to the 
politics of the artist evictees of San 
Francisco, to the current war and 
the caves of Kabul. Chaos, confu¬ 
sion, feminism, humor and dance 
collide throughout, according to 
Keefer, along with the addition of 
a softer, spiritual aspect that is new 
for the all-woman Dance Brigade 
and for Keefer. What does this add 
up to? “Healing,” she said in an in¬ 
terview. For women viewers in

particular, it is cathartic to see 
these strong and expressive female 
dancers having their say. “All the 
time, women say, ‘Thank you for 
saying what I feel but can’t ex¬ 
press,”’ Keefer said. 

Halprin, the 82-year-old 
mother of the mind-body move¬ 
ment, is appearing at Yerba Buena 
Center this weekend in her first- 
ever collaboration with other 
choreographers. In Be With, a 
piece commissioned by the 
Kennedy Center, Eiko & Koma, a 
Japanese husband-and-wife duo 
who have been making works in 
the United States since 1977, were 
charged by the commission to 
create a work with another dance 
artist. They chose Halprin. 

The collaboration was challeng¬ 
ing on a number of levels, accord¬ 
ing to Halprin. For one thing, the 
artists live on opposite ends of the 
country and were able to spend 
only four 3-day sessions together to 
create the work. Beyond that, the 
“struggle to find a commonalty,” as 


Halprin put it, “is still in process.” 
What results is a work that shifts all 
the artists involved into new terrain. 

From the outset, Halprin made 
it clear to her collaborators, who 
have worked so closely for so long 
that they almost seem to be one 
organism on stage, that they could 
never dance together in this piece. 
The duets would be Halprin and 
Eiko, Halprin and Koma, or all 
three dancing together. And so the 
process began. Music for the piece 
was created and will be performed 
live by cellist Joan Jeanrenaud, 
formerly of Kronos Quartet. 

Halprin, Eiko & Koma met in 
Halprin’s studio, perched on a hill¬ 
side in Marin County, featuring 
windows on three sides, and a rust- 
colored fourth wall. The color of 
the wall so affected the Japanese 
artists that they recreated it for the 
stage, where the piece becomes a 
kind of journey along the wall. 
Even the costuming, gauzy paint¬ 
ed cheesecloth, was suggested by 
the rust-colored surface. 

If Keefer’s work is athletic and 
political, with strong lesbians and 
others bringing taiko drumming 
and martial arts into their 
dance/theatrework, Eiko & Koma 
are polar opposites, and Halprin 
falls somewhere in the middle. Hal¬ 
prin was controversial with her 
racially mixed dance company 
known for taking their clothes off 
on the stages of the world during 
the ’60s. But her work, like Keefer’s, 
evolved to take political and social 
concerns into its scope. After she 
was diagnosed with cancer in her 
50s, Halprin basically cured herself 
using a process including the 
Gestalt psychological practices de¬ 
veloped by Fritz Peris, whom Hal¬ 
prin had studied with. Halprin 
took some of his ideas and blended 


them with her own experience of 
developing movement based on 
personal expression and the use of 
intuitive imagery. Today, 30 years 
later, Halprin’s Tamalpa Institute is 
a highly regarded training place for 
movement “therapists,” and the 
artist has taken her theories into 
practice in the HIV/AIDS commu¬ 
nity, as well as in the creation of rit¬ 
uals for peace. Thousands of peo¬ 
ple practice “The Planetary Dance” 
in various enlightened corners of 
the world on an ongoing basis. 

But what does she bring onto 
the stage? What steps and move¬ 
ments can possibly embody a life¬ 
time of groundbreaking work? 
Halprin herself admits it’s a tricky 
question, especially when two 
other artists are involved, each with 
their own particular aesthetic and 
set of artistic concerns. “Embracing 
Earth and accepting death” is how 
Halprin summed things up. 


Eiko 8c Koma are very much in¬ 
terested in nature as a source, while 
Halprin’s natural awareness of mor¬ 
tality and personal growth fuel her 
creativity. These ideas will be blend¬ 
ed and suspended in the dance of 
three masters on stage January 17- 
19. Halprin will also present a solo. 
From 5 to 10, and Eiko 8c Koma, a 
piece called Snow. T

^ s Dick Clark running TV 
' again? We ask not because 

Clark’s eerie youthfulness 
makes us worry about invasion of 
the body snatchers, but because 
when he flipped the switch that 
dropped the ball in Times Square 
on New Year’s Eve, it seems an¬ 
other switch was flipped on net¬ 
work TV. The reruns ended, and 
September 11 has been set aside as 
the primary focus of news 
and talk TV. 

We noticed it first 
on ABC’s Politically 
Incorrect. Host Bill 
Maher has told no 
jokes since Septem¬ 
ber 11, and every 
night since the 
attacks, the 
focus had been 
terrorism. The 
stand-up spots returned with the 
New Year, and the show’s subject 
matter is now a mix; terrorism is 
still a topic of discussion, but not 
the only topic. 

Nightline is back to its half-hour 
format from the wartime hour, 
with a mix of programming; some 
nights it’s terrorism, but other is¬ 
sues have been raised as well. The 
first show of the new year? An ex¬ 
ploration of spirituality. 

The morning shows and the 
Sunday morning pundit fests have 
also rotated their attention. Re¬ 
member Congress? Apparently so 
have they. Pre-9-11 concerns are 
gradually making their way back 
into the public eye via the air¬ 
waves, and it’s no longer all 
Afghanistan, all the time. 

The most pivotal sign of this 
tectonic shift had to be the return 
of Bill Clinton to the evening 
news. Let’s face it, few remember 
A1 Gore, but no one has forgotten 


Clinton; news programs sneak 
him into the headlines whenever 
possible. So when Clinton’s dog 
Buddy was killed by a car, the sad 
tale became a breaking news story, 
then a headline, with each net¬ 
work trotting out footage of Bill 
and Buddy from the dark Lewin¬ 
sky days when it seemed Buddy 
was Bill’s only friend in Washing¬ 
ton. Clips of the stand-offs be¬ 
tween Socks the cat (the yirst First

Except it isn’t exact¬ 
ly business as usual because war 
hasn’t improved an eviscerated 
economy. Scandal has finally 
touched the post-terrorism Presi¬

dency as the Enron debacle hit the 
news big this week. It seems Enron 
CEO Ken Lay made a few calls to 
his buddies in the Bush Cabinet 
when the company stock was 
about to plummet from $84 a 
share to 26 cents, taking the life- 
savings of thousands (except the 
top brass) into the void. But as 
Secretary of the Treasury Paul 
O’Neill said dismissively during a 
rather fierce round of questions 
from Good Morning America's 
Charlie Gibson, he couldn’t be 
bothered with every little thing 
when he was helping to “prosecute 
the war on terrorism.”

as unlucky in LA? Be- 
W cause they stand for the 
dreaded genre science fiction. Di¬ 
rector Steven Spielberg is revered, 
in part, because he rescued sci¬ 
ence fiction from its fans. Even the 
mighty Spielberg recently stubbed 
his toe, in the posthumous mar¬ 
riage between his sunnier dispo¬ 
sition and the more lugubrious 
heart of Stanley Kubrick resulting 
in A. L, a filmic allegory about a 
little boy who finds and loses the 
love of a new family because he is 
that perfect science fiction trope, a 
robot. 

The new film Final, from first¬ 
time director Campbell Scott, bet¬ 
ter-known for his acting {Long¬ 
time Companion), starts out 
promisingly enough. A patient. 
Bill (Denis Leary), wakes up to 
discover that he is an involuntary

cannon his Leon is. “You don’t 
even realize he’s a cop. You just see 
a guy who’s having an affair, he 
could be anyone. He could be like 
a hit man in the beginning, and 
then you realize, ‘Oh my God, this 
guy’s actually a cop.’” 

One of Ijintana’s most chilling 
moments comes as Leon, whom 
we know to be juggling three fe¬ 
male relationships, conducts an 
emotionally brutal interrogation 
of Patrick. “Well, he’s homopho¬ 
bic. As a result, he unfairly as¬ 
sumes that this guy’s sexual pro¬ 
clivity makes him a suitable sus¬ 
pect.” 

LaPaglia grew up amidst the 
rough and tumble of a port city, 
the South Australian capitol of 
Adelaide, and he admits that 
Aussie mateship has its dark side. 
“There’s something in Australian 
male culture, there’s a certain level 
of homophobia that plays out. It’s 
an ostensibly male-dominated so¬ 
ciety, and even though Sydney is 
probably the second biggest gay 
community in the world, so 
there’s a large degree of tolerance, 
there’s still an amazing amount of 
homophobia.” 

Imagine an Anthony LaPaglia 
Retrospective. Actually, the idea is 
not so far-fetched. Since his 1988 
debut in the TV bio Nitti (right- 
hand-man to A1 Capone), La¬ 
Paglia has appeared in more than 
two dozen films, from the very 
mainstream, Alan Alda’s Betsy’s 
Wedding, to the very indie, Steve 
Buscemi’s Trees Lounge. A main¬ 
stay in ethnic B-films, LaPaglia, 
who competed with his brothers 
to see who could imitate Ade¬ 
laide’s polyglot accents, could be 
from Red Hook, Brooklyn, or the 
South Side of Chicago. 

In Lantana, Andrew BovelTs 
taut adaptation of his play Speak¬ 
ing in Tongues, LaPaglia’s Leon 
discovers cracks in his own mar¬ 
riage while investigating the dis¬ 
appearance of his wife’s psychia¬ 
trist. Leon is an emotionally used- 
up shell of a man who’s a little too 
good at his job — he deftly re¬ 
moves confidential patient files, 
including his wife’s. The ticking 
time-bomb of Leon’s rage pushes 
him in and out of an extramarital 
affair, and finds him lashing out at 
a fellow jogger and bullying his 
pot-smoking son. At the same 
time, he has a nicely collegial rela¬ 
tionship with a female cop, and 
even manages to hear the plead¬ 


ings of his precocious younger 
son not to let his midlife freak-out 
destroy their family. 

Young pluck 

While LaPaglia had to make it 
to New York to push his way into 
show business, often crashing the¬ 
atre auditions and callbacks be¬ 
cause he couldn’t get an agent, 
Barbara Hershey grew up in Hol¬ 
lywood always knowing who she 
was. “The hubris of youth! When 
I was the littlest girl op Earth, 
people would say, ‘What do you 
want to be when you grow up?’ 
And I would say, ‘I’m an actress.’ 
They would say, ‘Don’t you mean 
you want to be an actress?’ ‘No, 
I’m an actress. I’m just not suc¬ 
cessful yet.’ I said that when I was 
8 years old. I never felt it was un¬ 
natural. I think I had somewhat of 
a repressed childhood, and the 
world where I could really feel free 
and live was in my play.” 

Hershey admits to several at¬ 
tempts before she struck film 
lightning as part of a brilliant 
young ensemble cast (Richard 
Thomas, Bruce Davison and 
Cathy Burns) in Frank Perry’s 
provocative adaptation of Last 
Summer, Evan Hunter’s novel 
about a group of Long Island 
teenagers experimenting with sex 
and flirting with bad behavior. 
The film was so provocative that 
it originally got an X rating. 

LaPaglia concedes that along 
with his dogged determination to 
come off as an American actor 
(“Aussie accents were very unpop¬ 
ular in those days”), sheer luck 
played a large role in his rapid rise 
up the B-movie food chain. First 
there was the miracle of being cast 
by Alda in Betsy’s Wedding; then, 
a series of obscure but valuable 
early films including the Aus¬ 
tralian indie. Brilliant Lies, where 
he plays a angry womanizer, fore¬ 
shadowing many of Leon’s quirks 
and tics. There was also the un¬ 
forgettable / Married an Axe Mur¬ 
derer, not listed in any of my film 
books, whose producers later re¬ 
gretted their choice of titles. 
“They felt it confused people.” 

His first blockbuster was the Joel 
Schumacher-helmed The Client, 
based on a John Grisham bestseller. 
Schumacher, who has come out in 
recent years, is in LaPaglia’s view a 
first-rate director. “Schumacher de¬ 
finitively knows what he wants, he

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Award nominations, for writing 
and supporting actor and actress 
(Mineo, Wood), but failed to win 
any. 

He remains a symbol of ideal¬ 
istic, disaffected youth — a rebel 
with a cause. In real life. Dean was 


ambitious, cynical, promiscuous, 
a kept boy who gloried in all 
forms of sexual experimentation. 
But he knew how to charm, how 
to use his exquisite beauty, how to 
tap into genuine emotions, and, 
on-screen, how to create magic. T

Angry youth 

James Dean in 'Rebel Without a Cause'

ike Marilyn Monroe and 
Rudolph Valentino, James 
Dean’s early death assured 
his immortality. He starred in 
three movies, had small parts in 
three others, enjoyed success on 
stage and television, but his im¬ 
pact on contemporaries and sub¬ 
sequent generations far exceeds 
his achievements. This posthu¬ 
mous reputation is partly based 
on his genuine potential as an 
actor, and partly the result of his 
representation of the anguish 
lurking underneath the placid 
surface of the decade labeled “The 
Fabulous Fifties.” 

Dean (1931-1955) followed 
Montgomery Clift and Marlon 
Brando among the new breed of 
nonconformist post-World War II 
stars. He combined bits of both 
— Brando’s emotional intensity 
and Clift’s sensitivity — but re¬ 
mained unique. His first two star¬ 
ring films cast him as troubled 
teenagers. The second of these, 
Nicholas Ray’s Rebel Without a 
Cause (1955), plays the Castro 
Theatre on Thursday, January 17, 
part of its Wide Wide Screen se¬ 
ries. 

Rebel is an emotional power¬ 
house despite its inconsistencies, 
misogynism, and self-pitying 
tone. It opens with Jim Stark 
(Dean) being hauled into a police 
station for public drunkenness. 
Also there are Judy (Natalie 
Wood) and John, nicknamed 
Plato (Sal Mineo). Jim’s parents 
(Jim Backus, Ann Doran) and 
grandmother take him home, 
making excuses for his behavior. 
They have just moved to town, 
and he is transferring to a new 
high school. They are upper-mid¬ 
dle-class, and confused by their 
son’s wildness. 

Plato is questioned about hav¬ 
ing killed some puppies. His par¬ 
ents are divorced and his usually 
absent mother has custody, but 
his primary caretaker is the live-in 
housekeeper. Judy was picked up 
for wandering around the streets 
late at night. She had an argument 
with her father (William Hop¬ 
per), who had called her “a 
tramp!” 

Jim, who seems physically and 
emotionally much older than 
Judy and Plato, becomes furious 
when called “chicken” by Judy’s 
boyfriend Buzz (Corey Allen) and 
other teenagers. This attack on his 
masculinity leads to a knife-fight. 
Jim prevails, but accepts Buzz’s 
challenge for a drag race. Each will 
drive a car towards a cliff to see 
who jumps out first. Tragically,

this leads to Buzz’s accidental 
death. 

Three on a match 

Jim tells his parents about the 
accident, but becomes outraged 
because they want to hush things 
up. Alienated by their hypocrisy, 
unable to talk to the police, he 
finds solace with Judy and Plato. 
The latter clearly adores him — 
it’s a beautiful case of puppy love. 
The three form a menage d trois, 
with Jim assuming the role of the 
father/husband. They inadvertent¬ 
ly become the object of a police 
search, with more tragic results. 

By setting the story at Easter, 
challenging the traditional defin¬ 
itions of masculinity, painting 
suburban upper-middle-class 
lives as barren, and using cine¬ 
matographer Ernst Haller’s vivid 
colors like a sledgehammer, Ray 
makes sure we get the symbolism. 
But the fast-paced film is greater 
than the sum of its parts, and Ray 
elicits remarkable performances 
from Dean and Mineo. Unusual 
for the time, he didn’t hold back 
on the (barely) unspoken homo¬ 
eroticism. Bisexual himself, as was 
Dean, they both reportedly en¬ 
couraged the teenage Mineo’s 
crush on his co-star, allegedly 
filming a scene of the two kissing 
that had to be cut from the final 
print. (Mineo came out as a gay 
man in his early 20s, a few years 
after playing Plato.) Jim’s protec¬ 
tiveness is so gentle and Plato’s 
adoration so charged that their 
scenes are riveting. Jim’s pained 
cry at the end is heartbreaking. 

Wood’s performance, much 
praised at the time, is wholly con¬ 
ventional, although she is bur¬ 
dened with the most dated dia¬ 
logue, especially in the early 
scenes. The rest of the cast is 
splendid, especially Backus and 
Doran as Jim’s dreadful parents. 
Actors are used ironically: Backus 
had become famous as the voice 
of the cartoon character “Mr. 
Magoo,” and here plays the hen¬ 
pecked, spineless husband and fa¬ 
ther. Hopper, best known as Paul 
Drake on television’s Perry Mason, 
was the only child of gossip 
columnist Hedda Hopper, and, to 
his mother’s great shame, left his 
wife and children for another 
man. Dennis Hopper and Nick 
Adams play members of Buzz’s 
coterie. 

East is east 

Rebel was released after Elia 
Kazan’s East of Eden (1955), in 
which Dean gave an excellent per¬ 
formance — his scenes with Julie 
Harris are among the most lyrical 
of the era. Kazan had chosen him 


after his lauded off-Broadway 
turn as the blackmailing homo¬ 
sexual Arab boy in an adaptation 
of Andre Gide’s The Immoralist. 
Earlier, he had bits in Fixed Bayo¬ 
nets (1951), Sailor Beware and Has 
Anybody Seen My Gal (both 1952, 
the latter starring Rock Hudson) 
without creating much of a stir. 

Both Eden and Rebel were box- 
office smashes. Just before Rebel 
hit screens. Dean was filming 
George Stevens’ Giant (1956), 
billed behind Elizabeth Taylor and 
Hudson, whom he did not like. 
On the last day of shooting. Dean 
was killed when his speeding 
Porsche hit another car. Ironically, 
the original trailers for Rebel fea¬ 
tured Dean warning his fans 
against speeding on highways. 
The public’s reaction to Dean’s 
death was comparable to the hys¬ 
teria following Valentino’s. Giant 
was also a big hit, and fans made 
pilgrimages to his hometown of 
Fairmount, Indiana. Much pub¬ 
licity was released about his un¬ 
happy childhood, especially his 
beloved mother’s death when he 
was only nine. 

Dean received posthurhous 
Best Actor Oscar nominations for 
Eden and Giant, and should have 
won for the former, but lost to 
Ernest Borgnine’s Marty. Rebel re¬ 
mains his finest work — his act¬ 
ing in Giant, like the film, does 
not hold up. (Of the leads, only 
Taylor’s performance, initially the 
least praised, remains effective.) 
Rebel received three Academy

a painterly eye to many of his 
poems. The long poem “Manhat¬ 
tan; Luminism” is a lovely study in 
light and shadow. It begins with 
small, even playful observations 
of a city: “The sign said im¬ 
munology/ but I read/ illuminol- 
ogy, and look...” And later: “The 
sign said/ K YS made/ but what 
will op n,/ if the locksmith’s/ lost 
his vowel...” From there, Doty 
moves inward, seeing in the city 
signs that our human presence is 
enduring after all. It’s a beautiful, 
hopeful poem, a modern res- 
onation of the optimism with 
which Doty’s hero. Whitman, also 
regarded teeming Manhattan. 

Source includes an homage to 
another locale. Key West. “An Is¬ 
land Sheaf” is an extended, five- 
part riff on the island and its 
denizens, its flora and fauna. It’s a 
fun and fanciful poem. Whether 
he’s watching a crab cavort inside 
an empty soda can, or buying cof¬ 
fee and glorying in the sights of his 
new but temporary neighborhood, 
Doty is alive to the pleasures of the 
place and sensitive to the import of 
all that he sees. The poem “Essay: 
The Love of Old Houses” is anoth¬ 
er example of Doty’s celebration of 
the richness of sense experience. 

Doty has dedicated Source to 
his lover Paul, who is the subject 
of at least one poem (“Paul’s Tat¬ 
too”) and a notable presence in 
others, such as “Letter to Walt 
Whitman.” The tattoo poem, in 
which the poet watches his lover 
receive a heart tattoo, is a kind of 
celebration of their partnership, 
even a marriage poem of sorts. 
Doty examines his own tattoo ex¬ 
perience in another poem, “To the 
Epgravcf; My, Jj^pugl^, 
there’s an implied gay sensibility 
to Doty’s poetry, it seems wrong 
to foist the title “gay poet” upon 
him. He is a poet, and one of our 
best. His poems have the power to 
take us to the fundamental truths. 
As he writes in the title poem, 
“Source,” in which he describes 
feeding some horses along a road¬ 
side: “Put your tongue to the 
green-flecked/ peel of it, reader, 
and taste it/ from the inside.” ▼

' t. hoosing the word “source” 
^ ^ as the title of a poetry col- 
lection is a strangely bold 
move. It’s an abstraction that does 
not ground the work in any partic¬ 
ular time, place or state of mind. It 
seems, indeed, like a deliberate at¬ 
tempt to impose a gravity and au¬ 
thority on the poems, and this 
sense of almost forced significance 
can render the work suspect in the 
eyes of the reader. How much of 
contemporary poetry, after all, 
lives up to such a grand proposal? 
But the work contained in Mark 
Doty’s new collection. Source, is 
uncommonly powerful, and it 
continues the tradition he’s estab¬ 
lished in earlier collections such as 
My Alexandria and Atlantis. Like 
all truly gifted poets, Doty can 
travel from the world of daily ob¬ 
servation into realms of great 
beauty and even spirituality, and 
he can take us along with him. 

Doty opens the collection with 
a beautiful line from Walt Whit¬ 
man: “Men and women crowding 
fast in the streets,/if they are not 
flashes and specks, what are they?” 
It’s from the poem “There Was a 
Child Went Forth” in the “Autumn 
Rivulets” section of Whitman’s fa¬ 
mous Leaves of Grass. Doty in¬ 
vokes these words again in his long 
poem, “Letter to Walt Whitman,” 
a meditative, measured tribute 
frbm a modern American poet to 
the father of modern American 
poetry. It’s also a communion be¬ 
tween two gay poets.The,connec¬ 
tion that Doty feels with Whitman 
is more, however, than simply a 
sense of shared sexuality. In “Let¬ 
ter,” he addresses Whitman direct¬ 
ly: “But it doesn’t take sex to un¬ 
derstand:/ once, in a beach side 
changing shed packed/ with men, 
all girths and degrees of furred 
and smooth [...]/1 thought. We’re 
all here, every one of us [... ].” 

Doty’s “Letter to Walt Whit¬ 
man” is in large part a lament for 


the America that has emerged out 
of the nation that Whitman once 
knew and celebrated. It concludes 
on a somewhat tentative note, with 
Doty hoping for some redemption 
in spite of what the world has be¬ 
come and “waiting for [Whitman] ” 
to help him answer to this need. In 
that sense. Whitman seems to be 
part of the “source” that Doty 
draws from in this collection. 

Like Whitman, Doty takes as 
the subject matter for many of his 
poems the everyday interactions 
of people going about their lives. 
Whitman sang the praises of the 
working man and of “the love of 
comrades,” and found delight, for 
example, in the simple innocence 
of a group of young men bathing 
in a pond. In Doty’s poem “At the 
Gym,” he seems to find similar in¬ 
spiration. Working out together, 
lifting weights, the men there gain 
“some power/ at least over flesh./ 
which goads with desire,/ and ter¬ 
rifies with frailty.” Even in such a 
plac^, ,th6ugh,..Jii,e4;^,is ^Iso tj[?,e 
possibility of transcendence: “[...] 
we sweat the mark/ of our pres¬ 
ence onto the cloth./ Here is some 
halo/ the living made together.” 

Doty’s muse is also partly of 
the canvas — one senses he might 
have been a painter in another 
life. There are overt references to 
other artists, such as Mark 
Rothko, Stuart Davis and the 
sculptor Joseph Cornell, but in 
more general terms, Doty brings

dance break-out. Moises Kauf¬ 
man’s film adaptation of The 
Laramie Project the opening- 
night feature that screened in Salt 
Lake City, though it’s an HBO pro¬ 
duction headed for TV. Gus Van 
Sant’s Matt Damon and Casey Af- 
fleck-starring new movie, Gerry, 
which premiered on Saturday, is an 
audience-dividing bit of non-gay 
experimental cinema that Frame¬ 
line programmer Jennifer Morris 
describes as akin to a glacially 
paced Chantal Ackermann film.

petition, also has people talking. 
The film was feted with an after¬ 
party in the unadorned atrium of 
a petite shopping center —^ an 
oddly unglamorous setting, given 
the theme of the movie — but a 
nice, Skyy vodka-soaked party 
nonetheless. John Waters was in 
the house, as was Saturday Night 
Live alum Nora Dunn, and a few 
vintage Cockettes, decked out in 
their crazy-colored, face-painted 
finery. Fittingly, guests were of¬ 
fered the opportunity to let their 
freak flag flyi Tivith complimentary 
glitter face-paint.

film has been mind-boggling,” he 
told me. While no distribution 
deal had been struck by Sunday, 
he has managed to work his way 
up the town hierarchy — turns 
out a high school chum is the 
mayor of Park City. 

Daddy & Papa, the other buzz¬ 
generating Bay Area project, is 
Johnny Symons’ endearing, 
provocative documentary that 
chronicles a personal involvement 
with the “gayby boom” — that is, 
his observation of friends becom¬ 
ing parents, as well as the process 
of adopting two children with his 
partner William Rogers.

The PBS-headed project, pit¬ 
ted against The Cockettes in the 
doc competition, warmed the 
heart of this viewer, who never 
once contemplated the prospect 
of child-rearing. “I think Daddy 
will win the audience award,” pre¬ 
dicts Nancy Fishman, who hap¬ 
pens to be the publicist for ITVS, 
which provided completion fund¬ 
ing for the film. “Just don’t tell 
David Weissman I said so.” 

He happened to be standing 
nearby at the brunch, which at¬ 
tracted a sizable crowd of gay and 
lesbian film people, including 
Trembling Before G-d director 
Sandi Simcha Dubowsky (dressed 
in the same faux fur coat he was 
so ubiquitous in last year), Guin¬ 
evere Turner, Moises Kaufman, 
critic B. Ruby Rich, the makers of 
By Hook or by Crook, and a Brit¬ 
ney Spears drag queen who stars 
in the campy midnight movie, 
Britney Baby - One More Time.

C “he quote of the week is this 

r old Danish saying, found in 

y The New Yorker: “Pissing in 
your pants will only keep you 
warm for so long.” At the mo¬ 
ment, that exactly sums up my 
feelings about porn. Although it’s 
kept me steamy as a good piss in 
the pants, a cooling has recently 
set in. I’m wanting a little more 
from porn than the formula I’ve 
been getting. Like eroticism. Most 
movies, the guys meet and bam,, 
there’s a cock up somebody’s ass.

This is a first effort from director 
Rafael, who is saved fi-om his tech¬ 
nical and narrative clumsiness 
(even fucking maniac Michael 
Brandon is compromised) by the 
debut of a meaty young Texas boy 
named Tigger (not the tattooed 
and typically boring Tiger).
